Judging from the many publications of the kind during 
the past few years, it would appear that there has at length, 
for some time, been a rapidly-increasing conviction preva- 
lent amongst both the clerical and lay members of onr 
Church, that the liturgical form of Prayer (that of 
Collects interspersed with Sentences, &c.) is the one best 
adapted for Family equally with Public worship ; but it 
seems almost incredible that this conviction should not 
universally have obtain^ long since, for its reasonableness 
and soxmd force cannot but be admitted, even on the sole 
consideration of the difficulty acknowledged to be felt by 
the best-disposed persons as well as by others, of keeping 
the attention folly alive, the thoughts from wandering 
(more than they otherwise would), throughout the utterance 
of one long prayer, however well worded : whereas the 
other mode, in which there is, as it were, a continual break 
and fresh start in the service,*— each Collect, moreover, 
generally containing one only distinct devotional sentiment 
to itself, — ^is, without doubt, more awakening, and there- 
fore more calculated to fulfil the purposed end, that of 
causing all the worshippers present to be such in reality 
as well as in name and intention. 

Indeed, the only way thoroughly to fix the thoughts oi 
the younger members of families upon the important duty 

b 
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for which they are assembled, and to convert what is 
otherwise, in their case particularly, often only a cold and 
lifeless service into the spiritual and true worship of Grod, 
is to call upon them (and all present) to sustain for them- 
selves an audible part in the daily family devotion ; by 
such means alone the service also becomes more truly a 
social one. 

Whilst, however, it is thus now very generally admitted 
that the Liturgical form of worship is the best for use in 
families, a difference of opinion subsists, and will probably 
(and not improperly) always continue, as to whether such 
service should be wholly compiled from our Book of Com- 
mon Prayer alone, or whether prayers similar in form (that 
of Collects) to those of the Liturgy, but drawn from other 
sources, should be superadded. 

A previous compiler (Rev. J. J. Plumer) has this remark 
on the subject, — "Family Prayers selected entirely from 
our own authoritative formularies ftimish but a bad sub- 
stitute for the JDaily Service, which ought itself to be more 
exclusively reserved for the public worship of the sanc- 
tuary." On the other hand, the Hon. W. E. Gladstone, 
in his Manual of Prayers from the Liturgy^ arranged for 
Family Use, remarks, when observing upon the very 
natural desire felt by some persons for " variety in the 
expression of the sentiments of Christian prayers,'* — " the 
indulgence of which desire," he says, " appears to be con- 
sidered allowable within certain limits," — that individuals 
who have not paid much attention to the subject " may 
perhaps be surprised when they discover, how great a range 
of choice will be afforded them by the diversified com- 
bination of those petitions which the Prayer Book contains 
in its several portions : " on such ground, and the suppo- 
sition that " the limits of variety cannot be more safely fixed 
than by the language of the Church herself,'*, the honorable 
gentleman compiled his above-mentioned manual. 
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Now, the remark of Mr. Gladstone as to the great range 
for variety offered by the Prayer Book is certainly correct 
and indisputable, but it is and will remain entirely a 
matter of opinion, whether or not we ought to be content 
to have the limits of variety for family prayers determined 
solely by the language of the Church, as existing in 
her Liturgy for j?w6Ztc use. Its expressive yet sublimely 
simple Collects are by many thought too general in their 
terms, and hardly calculated to set forth with full distinct- 
ness the common wants, and to enforce the mutual obliga* 
tions of a Christian household: the frequently- varying 
circumstances of domestic life seem to demand some dis- 
tinctive allusions in the family worship to the corresponding 
feelings and duties which should severally result from 
them. 

Moreover, on this point it may be observed, that the 
Church, when her present formularies were being drawn 
up, apparently never contemplated the need of family 
prayer at all, theoretically presuming attendance on daily 
public worship by the vast majority of her members ; but 
this, even if feasible erewhile, is now, from many and 
obvious causes, quite impracticable ; and those amongst us 
who rank as "teachers, spiritual pastors and masters," 
if not content with the world as it is, (and it is not implied 
that we should be,) must at all events regard it as it is, 
and adapt our measures to the uncontrollable circumstances 
around us: it may surely fairly be presumed, when we 
recollect the fact of so many of the Church's brightest 
ornaments having themselves compiled manuals of family 
prayer from other sources than the Liturgy, that had the 
authorities of the Church, under similar conditions to those 
now existing, taken the subject into consideration and 
formally pronounced upon it, additional forms over and 
above those now set apart for public worship would have 
been provided for family use. Li fiewst, this we find to have 
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been done by the Episcopal Church of America, whose 
Liturgy i.s, in the main, identical with our own, but which 
contains forms s])ecially written for domestic worship. 

The Compiler of the present volume, therefore, is deci- 
dedly of opinion that the offices for family prayer should 
advisedly not be restricted to the use of the language of 
the Book of Common Prayer, and that what has not been 
unaptly termed " variety in uniformity,^* (being, in fact, 
that which all parties are agreed, unknown mayhap to 
themselves, in preferring,) is really desirable simply for its ' 
own sake ; it allows, in similar compilations to the present, 
the use of a larger number of Collects, Psalms, Sentences, 
&c., each of which, nevertheless, recurs sufficiently often to 
become impressed on the memory. This " variety" is, 
undoubtedly, to be obtained in large measure merely by 
a diversified combination of the prayers of the Liturgy; 
domestic devotion demands, however, it is believed, the 
expression of some sentiments over and above those (how- 
ever admirable and perfect in themselves) contained in that 
volume. Why should it not be so? No one, surely, 
would pretend to limit in the way supposed the expression 
of the feelings in private prayer ; and although the dif- 
ference between common and family prayer is not so 
distinct and great as between either of them and private 
prayer, yet still the diflference is in each instance one of 
kind^ not merely of degree : just as an individual in his 
clpset has special reasons for personal cries and utterance, 
so in like manner is it with a family ; the domestic circle, 
equally with the private sanctuary, needs fitting language 
for its own peculiar wants. But for fuller illustrative 
remarks on this point the reader is particularly referred to 
Evans's Rectory of Valehead. 

This present volume, however, has been compiled to 
meet the opinions of either class, both of the one which 
prefers uniformity — strictly so called — or rather devoid of

all variety except that to be gleaned from the " diversified 
combination" of the petitions in the Prayer Book, and <rf 
the other class, which, while desirous of an outline of 
imiformity in the general arrangement of services, seeks 
especially greater variety in the several prayers themselves : 
to suit the wishes of the former class, Part II. of the 
present volume has been drawn up ; whilst in Part I. 
other prayers than those found in the Liturgy, but also 
in the Collect form, are introduced, all from sources in 
entire concordance (it is believed) with the doctrine of 
the Prayer Book. 

The compilation itself of this volume was originally 
prompted by the impression, after careful examination by 
the writer, that all similar preceding ones abounded in 
faults or deficiencies more or less important: either they 
have been too voluminous, have been hurriedly and mea- 
grely drawn up, or the arrangement has been imperfect, if 
not positively bad; in many instances a too scrupulous 
and unnecessary adherence to the system of the Liturgy 
in applying it for domestic worship has rendered the volume 
objectionable ; a very common fault consists in the Rubrickal 
directions being too many and too indistinct : very great 
care, therefore, and much labour has been bestowed upon 
the preparation of the present volume, and it is hoped not 
without a proportional good result. 

In like manner with the Bishop of London, (Preface to 
his Manual, 1824,) the Author of this compilation is ready 
to avow that " it makes no pretence to originality ;" he 
has consulted and borrowed from several of the most 
approved manuals previously existing, and consequently 
no merit is claimed beyond that which may be due to the 
arrangement of the materials already so plentiful to his 
hand : here and there, indeed, an expression or paragraph 
has been slightly altered, or trifling additions made ; but 
even this much has never been done except when some 

c 
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stringent reason urged: after all, however, though much 
has been copied (necessarily and advisedly), this volume 
is very different both in plan and execution (whether for 
better or worse,) from all its predecessors. 

Both the first and second Parts have been drawn up 
'* after the form and manner of" the Book of Common 
Prayer, viz. there is, as a general rule, some preliminary 
Introduction before the actual Prayers commence; then 
follows Confession, Prayer for Absolution, and so on ; the 
only apparent difference being, that the Service is ordered 
to commence with Scripture Reading,* followed (in Part IL) 
by a Psalm before the Prayers : the reason for this, how- 
ever, is simply that by this arrangement a less frequent 
change of posture is rendered necessary, — the Service com- 
mencing with sitting, followed (in Part 11.) by standing, 
and ending with kneeling ; a change to each posture oc- 
curring only once. But, in reality, this reading of 
Scripture first is hardly a departure from the arrangement 
of the Liturgy, which commences at all events with 
Scripture sentences ; and the custom, by a kind of com- 
mon consent as to its convenience, is one already established 
in most families in which devotion has a place at all ; and 
it evidently involves a fitting preparation for that frame of 



* This is not ordered on Sanday, it being presomed that on that day all 
the individuals of a &milj will nsoallj attend Church ; and seeing that in 
many cases other duties (soch as teaching in Sunday Schools, &c.) often 
devolve upon various members, it has been considered that the Sunday 
Domestic Services should, if anything, be rather abbreviated than other- 
wise. It may be observed, however, that on a Sunday evening opportunity 
may be taken for explaining briefly (or for reading a brief account of) such 
Feasts and Fasts as will occur in the week just commenced : beyond this, 
the writer by no means thinks it advisable, (considering that time should 
also be left for private study and meditation,) that in the hours of social 
intercourse the Sunday should in any wise be rendered burdensome to the 
mind, by too constant a directing of it upon fresh spiritual matter. The 
^venitigs of Gtod's day in the domesUo circle may not improperly be em- 
.ployed in fitting social convene. 
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mind in which we should approach " Him Who heareth 
in Heaven." 

It will be observed that in Part I. (which is based on 
Dr. Hook's arrans'ement, and contains other prayers besides 
those in the Lit^gy.) there is less opportit/ and neces- 
Bity than in Part II. for the whole of the members taking 
an audible part in the family worship : the former, there- 
fore, will be better adapted for use in those families whose 
members are more or less inculpable, from various reasons, of 
joining audibly to any extent in the domestic devotions. 

But it is due to Dr. Hook, whose name has been pre- 
fixed on the title of Part I., to state for what portions of it 
he is to be credited. 

The general outline, then, of this Part is entirely his, 
modelled by him, in &ct, after the Daily Service of the 
Common Prayer Book, the principal alteration of which 
(over and above the necessary abbreviation of it,) to make 
it more applicable to family worship, is the introduction 
for the First Collects of some ptirposely prepared by the 
Doctor for the wants of the domestic circle : in the Preface 
to his little manual he says, " By those who really admire 
the Services of the Church, greater variety in their devo- 
tions will not be required than that which is afforded by 
the daily change of the first Collect." He then adds, as 
a reason for compiling two extra forms for the Lord's Day, 
that '^ the same prayers are used twice, perhaps thrice, on 
a Sunday at church/^ 

The principal alterations and additions by the present 
Compiler are as follows : — 

In the working-day Services the Wednesday and Friday 
forms of Confession have been introduced, the Church 
Militant Prayer, and a second Thanksgiving ; whilst aIso> 
for every morning and evening, a second form of Collect 
has been added for the first Collects, thus affi)rding rather 
more variety. 

c2 
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In the Sunday fonns there is also a new Confession, 
(from the American Book of Common Prayer,) and other 
alternative Collects have also been added* 

A few expressions and fewer paragraphs of the Collects 
prepared by Dr. Hook have likewise been slightly altered, 
not without hesitation and deliberation ; in some instances, 
after comparingthem with the originals. 

The Kubrickal directions, copied from Dr. Hook, have 
also been compared with those in the Liturgy, and, it is 
hoped, improved and rendered more exact: a few have 
been added. 

These alterations and additions, such as they are, will, 
it is trusted, if every detail be carefully examined, be 
considered also real improvements. 

It is almost impossible to particularise accurately and 
fully the several sources, other than the Church Liturgy, 
from which many of the Collects, both in Part I. and 
throughout this volume, have been compiled ; one source, 
indeed, will be speedily recognised by every earnest-minded 
Churchman at all conversant with our devotional literature, 
— the excerpts from " good Jeremy Taylor *' will be known 
by them at a glance : but from several volumes merely 
hints and expressions have been taken; from the follow- 
ing, however, an acknowledgment of borrowing is certainly 
requisite, — " The American Book of Common Prayer ;" 
Rev. W. E. Evans's " Order of Family Prayer f Rev. 
J. J. Plumer's "Manual;" Rev. A. H. D. Acland's 
*^ Liturgia Domestica ;'^ and Jay's " Family Prayers.'' In 
borrowing, though, from these or other sources it ma 
Bafely (it is believed) be affirmed, that no expression or 
prayer has been introduced from them into the present 
volume at all partaking of a Romanizing or Ultra-Protes- 
lant tendency: no other principle, indeed, has been at- 
tempted to be exhibited in this book than that on which 
our Church was reformed, — the principle that only that 
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interpretation of the Bible and those Church forms should 
be followed, which were sanctioned by the Primitive (not 
the Mediaeval) Church.* 

Part II. is a compilation entirely from the Book of Com-^ 
mon Prayer, and contains, it is thought, every prayer and 
expression from that source which may properly be iuT 
eluded in a Manual for Domestic use. The mode adopted 
by Mr. Gladstone in his Manual from the Liturgy, and in 
two other small volumes — ^that of massing together the 
Collects and Prayers according to their subjects, under the 
several heads of Confession, Intercession, Thanksgiving, 
&c. — is theoretically a good one ; but to any one examining 
the volumes in question there must be apparent the simple 
practical difficulty of actual use, — the officiating party having 
on every occasion to exercise his choice of prayers through- 
out the whole time of his conducting the service : there is, 
in fact, too much leaf-turning and discrimination required, 
— a fatal objection as respects the generality of heads of 
families, who would often lack the requisite confidence to 
make a selection for theniselves. In the present volume, 
therefore, a service for each morning and evening has been 
compiled in full; obviously a more convenient arrange- 
ment. 

The remarks and discourses contained in the Introduce 
tion on the duty of Family Worship are so ample and 
convincing in their nature, as to leave any readers thereof 
Absolutely without excuse if they continue longer to neglect 
the duty. It should be observed, however, that in some 
parts of this Introduction the benefits resulting from an 
observance of the duty are dwelt on almost as the prin- 
cipal incentive to such observance ; but the reader will in 
.all cases do well to note and recollect the diflference — when

considering the obligation to follow any particular line of 
conduct — ^between the actiuil reason of its obligation, and. 
the reason of its obligation to be deduced from the pro^ 
0pecttve benefits : certain conduct may be obligatory eyen 
when these are not particularly obvious; but when theyar« 
apparent, the neglecter is, of course, doubly culpable. In 
respect to Family Prayer, its prospective benefits are 
obviously great and inestimable, though by no means of 
necessarily certain issue; Domestic Devotion might be 
regularly observed, for instance, for many years in a family, 
and yet the inmates of the so far pious mansion turn out 
the abhorrers of all that is good ;* still, though this might 
be the case, the obligation to perform the duty may be none 
the less urgent. It is well, indeed, to point out the bene- 
ficial results likely to follow from the observance of Family 
Prayer, for in the same degree that these can be established, 
in the same degree is set up the obligation, on inferior 
grounds alone, to perform this duty. But the obligation 
primarily and strictly follows from ascertaining in the

.us confident and trusting whilst scattering the seed ; for much, of the ulti- 
mate destiny of which we may live and die altogether ignorant^ may, never- 
theless, at some'future time spring up into a harvest of righteousness. 
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matter the will of God alone ;* and that the duty is speci- 
fically enjoined both directly and indirectly in Holy Writ, 
surely no Christian, candidly examining both the spirit and 
literal words of the Bible, and honestly desirous of ascer- 
taining the truth, can for a moment fail to acknowledge : 
as a Christian, therefore, he should at once act on the 
principle of " doing what he knows to be right, and leaving 
the rest to God." 

It is, however, a lamentable fact that, in spite of the mul- 
titude of published manuals of Family Prayer of various 
degrees of merit, the vast majority of families still live 
negligent of its observance ; and this too, in many instances, 
quite independent of the general disinclination in human 
nature to reHgion at aU ; for many persons and famiUes, 
who consider themselves and are regarded by others as 
neither bad Christians nor indifferent Churchmen, somehow 
or other imagine that the duty is not exactly required by 
the Bible. Therefore, as our church, contrary to the prac-^ 
tice of the Episcopal one in the United States, has certainly 
not expressly pointed out this requirement in any of her 
formularies, (though it has often been inculcated in various 
ways by those in her high places,) it were much to be 
wished that this omission in her Liturgy were rectified, or at 
all events that her Bishops, as a body, should authoritatively 
requiref the inferior Clergy to indicate at least three times 
a year (say at Trinity, Christmas, and Easter, within a 
Sunday or two of each day,) the obligation to the duty 
as provable from the Bible itself: when thus regularly

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enjoined bj authority, many might even be shamed, whilst 
many also would doubtless be persuaded, into its regular 
and faithful observance. 

There is one important point in connexion with Family 
Prayer, to which there is but a passing allusion or two in 
the Introduction, and on which, therefore, the present Com- 
piler is desirous of remarking more explicitly. It relates to 
the difficulty felt by many persons as to the duty and timie 
of introducing the domestic devotions, when all the mem- 
bers of a family are about to be occupied, either at home or 
abroad, with company. 

Now, there need be no difficulty felt on the matter at all, 
if only the Master of the house be conscious that the amuse- 
ments which he is about to introduce, or in which he and 
his are going to partake, are quite in keeping with the 
profession of Christianity, and will be pursued with a 
recollection of the presence of Grod : in such case, if the 
company be received at home. Family Prayer should most 
certainly be introduced at the usual time, such of the com- 
pany being invited to attend it as may feel disposed. There 
can be no valid objection to such a course, for do not persons 
allowedly go about their usual business after attending, on 
a working day, morning or evening prayers in a Church? 
Where is the difference with regard to family worship ? 
But if the members of a family are all going out for amuse- 
ment, and the return is likely to be late, it is advised that 
the prayers should be offered up previously. Every case, 
however, must be judged by itself, but on no occasion can 
a sincerely-minded Christian remain in doubt. It should be a 
point, though, at all times to assemble before those children 
who are old enough to attend the prayers go to bed. 

On the other hand, where the amusements pursued by 
the family are not in accordance with the profession of 
Christianity, then, evidently, is the introduction of Family 
Prayer, not merely at «wc* times, but likewise at all other 
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times, absolutely inconsistent, and a positive mockery of 
and insult to God, 

As a general rule, then, let the time set apart for the 
domestic devotions be adhered to with as rigid a punctu- 
ality as possible ; let nothing short of absolute necessity 
cause them to be postponed for a single minute, for as soon 
as they are allowed to succumb to the convenience of mem- 
bers of the family, it is more than probable that before long 
they will be abandoned altogether. Another point, too, is 
gained by the Master of the house being regularly careful, 
in assembling his family, not to lose minutes, — for other- 
wise the prayers would sometimes appear too long : it is an 
invariable rule, that they who are unpunctual, and accus- 
tomed to trifle away minutes, always and in everything find 
their work too much. 

The various Texts printed throughout the volume on the 
back of the titles have been thus inserted, on otherwise 
vacant spaces, in the hope of their possibly catching the eye 
of individuals when the book is taken up casually. 



It is necessary now to make some more particul^ remarks 
on a few details of this compilation : but it may be pre- 
liminarily observed, that the greatest attention has been 
paid throughout the volume to every the minutest point, 
such. as the wording of the Kubricks, the typography, 
heading of the several Collects, &c. As one instance, 
may be pointed out the strict adherence to the order and 
regulations of the Liturgy which is exhibited in the foot- 
note, p. 187, wherein the Monday and Tuesday before 
Easter are not mentioned as Holy-Days, although often so 
described by previous compilers ; and as another instance, 
may be pointed out the heading to the ninth Trinity Collect 
in Thursday Evening Service — " For the spirit of Wis* 
DOM," — ^which phrase is synonymous in Scripture with 
"the spirit to think and do always such things as be 
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rightful/' as may be seen in the (Gospel for that Sunday 
(9th Trinity), in the Epistle of St. James, the Proverbs of 
Solomon, &c. 

1 . The aecand footnote (p. 3, and elsewhere,) has been 
inserted for fear any persons might possibly be deterred 
from nsing the volume, merely by the sight of Rubricks 
which enjoin what they know could not or would not be 
performed, some families having members more or less in- 
capable from various reasons of taking an audible part ; 
not seldom is the requisite confidence wanting, owing to a 
shyness which it is almost impossible to conquer. 

2. The second form of Confession (p. 4) has been com- 
piled from one of the Collects in "King Charles the 
Martjnr " service ; the third form (p. 5) is from the Com* 
mination service. In directing them both to be said by 
" the whole family ,*' the letter of the Prayer Book may in 
this instance be infringed, but certainly not its spirit : the 
Liturgy is inconsistent with itself, however, in regard to 
one supplicatory prayer — " Turn Thou us, O good Lord, 
iSSx.," — the Bubrick in the Commination service directing it 
to be said by the people as well as minister, but in " King 
Charles the Martyr ** service the minister has to pronounce 
it alone. 

These distinct forms of Confession have been provided 
for the Wednesday and Friday respectively for an obvious 
reason : both are Litany days, and on the first the Betrayal 
of our Lord was planned, whilst He was Crucified on the last ; 
for the latter the most humiliating Confession is set apart. 

3. Touching the Collect directed to be said (p. 6, &c.) 
when there is no Bishop or Priest present to give the Abso- 
lution, it is to be remarked that the substitution is a very 
proper one as respects families : the rule of the Liturgy is 
not similar, evidently because the absence of a Priest 
during public Common Prayer seems never to have been 
distinctly contemplated. The present Compiler, therefore. 
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considers it quite in accordance with fhe spirit of the Prayer 
Book, (nay, more so than otherwise,) to provide the suppli- 
catory Collect in question. 

4. The State prayers are omitted in this volume, as by 
Dr. Hook in his compilation, and the same apology is 
ofifered, — " that in behalf of the Queen and all who are in 
authority under her, the daily sacrifice of Prayer is offered 
in our Cathedrals and many of our Parish Churches, and no 
good Christian will forget, in his private devotions, to make 
supplication for the Peace of his Country and his Church : 
so that it does not seem absolutely necessary that this 
should form a part of domestic worship." The omission 
however is, in fact, partly remedied in this volume by the 
introduction of the Church Militant prayer in Part I, the 
Litany supplications in Part 11, and the prayer from the 
" Accession " service in Part IH. 

5. For "Times of National Trouble" or deliverance 
therefrom, only general forms of Prayer and Thanksgiving 
respectively have been provided ; particular ones, specially 
applicable, may be used, if desired, from the Book of 
Common Prayer, or they may be selected from the forms 
published by authority for Days of Humiliation or Thanks- 
giving as they severally occur. 

6. In compiling and apportioning the Collects for " the 
Pay," regard has been had to the various events which each 
day is generally considered, more or less, to shadow forth 
and commemorate : on Sunday, His own most Holy Day, 
Christians rejoice especially in celebrating the Resurrection 
of their Lord, and the Descent of His Holy Spirit ; Wed- 
nesday is sanctified by His Betrayal, Thursday by His 
Ascension, Friday by His Crucifixion, Saturday by His 
Bepose in the Grave ; " the remaining days, Monday and 
Tuesday, are not without sufficient reason occujaed by the 
-remaining subjects of His Coming and His Muiifestation.'^

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7* An thin compilation in by no means intended to snper^ 
muUi tlu5 u>»c of tlic Daily Service in Church, but simply " to 
mt'Ait, M well as may be, the respective wants and claims of 
a IIouiK;hold, fiart of whom, attending at that service, may 
rtanfrntihly look for something different in their Family 
i'raycrs," therefore is it that in Part 11 (see p. 63) each 
Pnalm is severally directed not to be said on that day of the 
month when it is used at Church. For the same reason it 
is h;ft optional for the officiating person to read any other 
\fffrium of Scripture in place of the appointed Lessons for 
the Day, Of course, where no member of the family 
attends the Daily Service, the Psalm exceptions do not 
apply. — Observe that the three Psalms for Saturday Evening 
have })een chosen partly in reference to the approaching 
iK^rvices of the Lord's Day. 

8. The Collect for "the Week" has been purposely 
omitted on the Wednesday and Friday mornings (Part II.), 
in order that the service on each occasion may not occupy 
more than the usual period of time. The Litany is, of 
course, on these days a substitute for the usual Confession, 
Intercessory prayers, &c. 

9. The Collects for Christmas Day and the Circumcision 
have been introduced in Part II, for use otherwise as well 
as on the Holy Days to which they respectively belong, 
because each is also used in the Book of Common Prayer as 
a Daily Collect. 

Before bringing this Preface to a close, the Compiler 
would take leave to remark that he has personally 
experienced almost the extremes both of Prosperity and 
Adversity, and he can truly aver that in either condition he 
has never found any Hymns of Praise comparable to the 
■ Book of Psalms, any prayers (even for private wants) equal 
to.those of our Church Liturgy. He attributes his predi- 
lection in very great measure to the fact^ that ^he volume of 
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prayers used at the school where he was educated as a boy 
was simply a compilation from the Prayer Book, after tKe 
form (though on a much smaller scale,) of Part II. of the 
present volume. Wherefore he cannot but express his 
decided conviction, that the constant use in the Families of 
Churchmen of such a manual as the present — embodying so 
much of the language, and consequently shadowing forth so 
much of the doctrine, of the Book of Common Prayer — 
would have a similar efifect upon others, and at the same 
time imperceptibly imbue their minds with the teaching 
of our Catholick and Apostolick church ; and thus greatly 
assist to obviate in them any tendency to Dissent, whether to 
that worst form of corrupted Christianity — Popery, or to 
what is generally understood by the term Protestant Dissent.* 

* '' Above all, encourage your child to pray to the great Author of all 
good ; store his mind with portions of our beautiful Liturgy and of the Holy 
Scriptures. In after years, in sickness or in sorrow, they will return to him, 
and he will thus possess a fund of material for holy thought and quiet medi* 
tation ; besides the additional benefit arising from the important £iict, that 
in the prayers of our Church the doctrines of Christianity are at once clearly 
stated, and rightly applied. We find in them a summary of the great 
truths of Scripture as the Church interprets them. They are expositions of 
that primary rule of faith — the Creed ; they embody the doctrines of Christ- 
ianity as the uniyersal Toice of tradition has preserved them to us in the 
safe keeping of the Holy Catholick Church." — Early Inflttencea, Second 
Edition, pp. 57, 58. 

" So truly devout and holy are the prayers of the Church of England, that 
the faithful and humble Christian will generally, or always, find some adapt- 
ation of the language of the Church, appropriate to the wants and feelings 
of his own heart. The Prayer Book is the best interpreter of Scripture^ 
next to the Scripture itself. The intrinsic beauty, holine-^s, eloquence, and 
devotional language, of its prayers and praises — may I add also, the good 
taste and sound sense of its most emphatic passages, — make me anxious to 
identify the language of our private and fitmily devotions with the language 
of our public services ; and thus to contribute my humble aid to make the 
Christian believer the attached and faithful Churchman. The Christian 
believer in the truth of Revelation may be assured, that next to the Holy 
Scriptures themselves, there is no better help, and aid, and guide to his 
wandering footsteps between earth and heaven, than the concentrated excel* 
lencea of the primitive and re/oiTned Catholick Church of Christ, placed 
he/ore him in the Liturgy of the Church of Englahd,** — ^Dr. Townsend's 
Pentateuch, Vol. II. pp. 167, 168. 
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It now only remains for the Compiler to conclude these 
Prefatory remarks with the expression of a hope, that the 
publication of this volume (which with humble confidence 
is put forward as a specimen of a tolerably-complete manual 
on the subject,) may be attended by Grod's Blessing, and 
may prove abundantly useful to those Families who are 
desirous of calling upon the Name of the Lord after the 
manner of, and in imison with, the Order of our Church aa 
exhibited in her admirable Liturgy. 

A Clergyman op the United Church 

OF England and Ireland. 
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By some parties an apology may possibly be deemed 
necessary for including in the Introduction the remarks of 
William Jay, — of one who, without being (in the estimation 
of Churchmen) " called of God, as was Aaron," took upon 
himself to Minister in Holy things.* Without altogether 
relying on the usual excuse in similar cases — " Fas est et ab 
hoste doceri," — it may nevertheless be remarked, that to 
jefuse instruction on any subiect from any particular 
quarter sa.ours at aU times more of prejudice than prin- 
ciple : and moreover, in the present instance, the Compiler of 
t]m Tolume, from his personal knowledp of the individual 
in question, had eyer reason to believe him to be a Christian 
of sincere and unaffected piety, as he assnredlj was one who 
scarcely ever (if indeed he ever) manifested? active hostility 
against our Church. Indeed„hi8 frequent eulogy of our 
Liturgy in many portions of his pukshed wSngs. his 
appoifting (in hL manual of " Family Prayers ") Payers 
and Thanksgivings for Festivals and Fasts, the non-sect- 
arian spirit of his works generally, — all combine to prove 
his regard at least for our Church, and to excite in some 
measure our surprise, no less than our regret, that he never 
actually joined it. We may, doubtless, partly refer it to 
the effect of his early circumstances and education, that so 
learned and well-read a man, of such ability and strong 
good sense (so capable of apprehending and appreciating 
substantial straightforward evidence,) was never induced, as 
the result of study and conviction, to enter into the fold of 
our Zion. But it is fitting that we should also assume, in 
a charitable and Catholick spirit, that* preeminently dis- 

• For more than half a century he was the respected and beloyed Inde- 
pendent Minister of Argyle Chapel, Bath. He died about ChristmaB, 1858. 
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tingiiished as he was in life for an unaffected Binceritj- of 
character and a real love of Truth, he considered he had 
reasons sufficient to explain his Non-conformity to God and 
his conscience. 

The ("ompiler may observe, however, that he has heard 
one o])jection to our Church attributed to Mr. Jay, viz. that 
our Articles and formularies generally are so laxly framed, 
("like a net," he said, "made to catch all fly,") as to 
admit of individuals of very various sentiments on non- 
essimtial points (non-essential, at all events, as regards 
salvation,) joining and remaining in our Communion. To 
this objection answer might have been made simply by 
asking in return — " Where is the rigid creed of the Inde- 
pendents V '' Could Mr. Jay have distinctly told us what 
they believe and what they reject, in matters either of dis- 
cipline or doctrine ? Regarding them as a body, he could 
certainly not have done this : the individuals composing it 
admittedly vary in their religious sentiments and practices, 
though holding to the same essentials. Therefore one 
would have thought that the knowledge of the case with our 
formularies being such as alleged, would rather have been 
a reason for inducing Mr. Jay to join our Communion, as 
opportunity would still have been afforded him of maintain* 
ing, without injury to his conscience, any peculiar opinions 
of his own, not, on the face of them, evidently counter to any 
of our formularies, services, or articles. Assuredly, no indi- ^ 
vidual, scripturally instructed and gifted with plain practical 
sense, could ever expect pejfection in any human institution, 
— ^human, that is, as regards its mode of action. 

More need not be said on this subject ; except it be, that 
the admirable pertinence, the intrinsic merit, of Mr. Jay's 
remarks on the duty of Family Prayer, would almost have 
alone been sufficient to induce the Compiler to give them a 
place in this volume ; and it is hoped they will not be read 
without proportionate profit. 
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GENERAL DIEECTIONS. 

1. Whenever Scripture reading is omitted at the commencement of the £unily 
worship, at all events the officiating person should begin with two or more of the 
following Sentences from Ood^a Word : —

2. The Bishop's Blessing (pp. 12 and 30) is of course applicable for use with the 
Sunday services (Part I.) also, and likewise with the services in Part II. 

3. When the Church Militant Prayer (pp. 8 and 26) is used, the Thanksgiving which 
follows may, if desired, be fitly omitted^ as the Prayer itself contains an expression 
of Thankfulness for a great benefit. 

4. In Part I. it will be sufficient on Holt-Days to introduce, in place of the ordi- 
nary first Collect, the Collect proper for the Day, which may be foimd in Part IV. : 
and for the portion of Holy Sciipture to be read on the morning of such days, the 
Epistle and Gospel (in the Book of Common Prayer) probably form the most fitting 
one. — In using Part II., a Holt-Dat when concurrent with a Sunday may be observed, 
either by merely including its proper Collect in the Sunday services, or the Morning 
may be celebrated chiefly as the Lord's Day (still including the Holy-Day Collect), 
and the Evening chiefly as a Holy-Day. 

5. When it is desired to use more than one of the Occasional or Additional Collects, 
then one or two of the ordinary ones may be omitted : where intercessory new ones 
are used, then omit ordinary intercessory ones, &c. &c. 

6. Those families who are in the habit of singing Psalms or Hymns should intro- 
duce them — in Part I. — after the third Collect ; in Part II., such singing may be 
substituted for the reading of the Psalm. 

7. In Part II., the ordinary Bei*vices may of course be used on Holt-Dats, as well 
as the special ones, simply substituting the proper Collect : this will account for the • 
foot-note in p. 140. 

8. Also in Part II., the services may be used — ^by omitting the Psalms and re- 
sponses — when the officiating person alone takes an audible part : in such case an 
Additional Collect from Part III. may be introduced. — Observe, that on the six 
Working Days each service, as it stands, may be abbreviated, if desired, by the omis- 
sion of the CoUect for the Week. 

9. The services for Friday in Part II. may be used also on Vigils, and on other 
Days of Fasting or Abstinence. 

10. The Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and Saturday, before Eaater are not in- 
tended to have the use of the service for Holy-Days, though termed such in the 
Liturgy ; for in these instances the office, being one principally of Thanksgiving, is 
manifestly inappropriate. 

11. The Kubrick is obviously prefixed to the Psalms in Part II. on the supposition 
that one or more membei*s of the family may regularly or occasionally attend daily 
service in Church on the Working Days : when this is not the case, of course the 
Bubrickal exception does not apply. — See Preface also. 

12. The Sunday ♦ Services in Part II. are apparently longer than those for the 
Working Days : this, however, will be seen not to be really the case, when it is consi- 
dered that Scripture reading is omitted. Should any one, however, still deem them 
too long, it is suggested to omit the three Collects (or the two last of them,) imme- 
diately preceding tibe Collect for the Week. 

* Neither the Confession nor any part of the Litany is introduced into these, because it is pre- 
sumed that the entire household will ordinarily attend Church on the Lord's Day.

It is a great and very essential part of Religion, but strangely 
overlooked and neglected in this loose and degenerate age in 
which we live, that Masters and Fathers of Families should he 
pioTisly careful to train up those under their charge in the Worship 
and Service of the true God, It is a great part of Religion ; for, 
next to our personal homage and service to Almighty God, and 
the care of our oum souls, it is incumbent upon us to make those, 
who are under our charge and subject to our authority, God's 
Subjects, and His Children and Servants ; which is a much 
more honourable and happy relation, than that which they 
bear to us. 

Our Children are a natural part of ourselves, and the rest of 
our Family are a dvil and political part : and (not only we our- 
selves, but) all that we have and that belongs to us is Gods, and 
ought to be devoted to His service. And they that have the 
true fear of God themselves will be careful to teach it to others ; 
to those especially who are under their more immediate care and 
instruction. For every man must not only give an account of 
himself to God, but of those likewise that are committed to his 
charge; concerning whom, therefore, he must take good heed that 
they do not miscarry through his neglect.

IV THE CHRISTIAN DUTY 

The constant AVorship of God in our Families (by which I 
mean, principallj, prayers, and the reading of some portion of 
Scripture, every morning and evening,) is so necessary to keep 
alive a sense of God and Religion in the minds of men, that 

WHERE IT IS NEaLECTED I DO NOT SEE HOW ANT FAMILY CAN IN 
REASON BE ESTEEMED A FAMILY OF CHRISTIANS, OR, INDEED, 

HAVE AJ^Y RELIGION AT ALL, 

Would we have dutiful and obedient Children, diligent and 
faithful Servants ? Nothing will so effectually oblige them to be 
so, as the Fear of God and the Principles of Religion firmly 
settled and rooted in them. Abraham, who, by the testimony of 
God Himself, was so eminent an Example in this kind, both of a 
good Father and a good Master of his family, found the good 
success of his religious care in the happy effects of it, both upon 
his Son Isaa>c, and his chief Servant and Steward of his house, 
Fliezer of Damascus. 

How, again, did Religion (to add but one more instance of its 
power to oblige men to their duty,) secure JosepKs fidelity to his 
Master, in the case of a very great and violent temptation? 
When there was nothing else to restrain him firom so lewd and 
wicked an act, and to which he was so powerfully tempted, the 
consideration of the great trust his Master reposed in him, and 
the sense of his duty to him, but, above all, the Fear of God, 
preserved him from consenting to so vile and wicked an action : 
How can I, says he, do this great wickedness and sin against God 1 

So that in prudence, and from a wise consideration of the great 
(temporal) benefit and advantage which wUl thereby redound to us, 
we ought with the greatest care to instil the prinoiples of 
Religion into those that belong to us. For if the seeds of true 
Piety be sown in them, we shall reap the fruits of it : and if this 
be neglected, we shall certainly find the mischief and incon- 
venience of it. If our Children and Servants be not taught to 
fear and reverence God, how can we expect that they should 
reverence and regard us 9 2A, least we can have no sure hold of 
them. For nothing but Religion lays an obligation upon Con- 
science, nor is there any other certain bond of Duty and Obedience

and Fidelity : men will break loose from all other ties, when a fit 
occasion and a fair opportunity doth strongly tempt them. In a 
word, as Religion is necessary to procure the favour of God, and 
all the comfort and happiness which that brings along with it, so 
it is necessary likewise to secure the mtUtuil duties and offices of 
Men to one another, — Sermons.

Exteenal acts of piety and devotion, and the frequent returns 
of them, are necessary to keep up a sense of religion, which the 
affairs of the world wUl otherwise wear out of men's hearts. And 
the frequent returns, whether of public devotions or of any thing 
else to introduce religion into men*s serious thoughts^ will have 
an influence upon them in proportion as they are susceptible of 
religion, and not given over to a reprobate mind. For this 
reason, besides others, the service of the Church ought to be 
celebrated as often as you can have a congregation to attend it. 
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But since the body of the people, especially in country places, 
cannot be brought to attend it oftener than one day in a week, 
and since this is in no sort enough to keep up in them a due sense 
of religion, it were greatly to be wished they could be persuaded 
to anything which might, in some measure, supply the want of 
more frequent public devotions, or serve the like purposes. 
Family Pbayebs, regvXarly kept up in every hoitse, would have a 
great and good effect. — Charge, 1751. 
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It may be sufficient to remark, that we have a powerful 
encouragement to the use of family prayer in the recorded promise 
of our Lord, Where two or three are gathered together in My 
Name, there ami in the midst of them (Matt, xviii. 20.) ; secondly, 
that it is a practice which is eminently calculated (not only to 
keep alive a spirit of private piety, but also) to produce a 
national reformation; thirdly, that its importance and necessity 
have been clearly proved (not only from the precepts of Christ- 
ianity, but also) upon the plainest principles of moral philosophy ; 
and lastly, that no man can stand excused from the imputation 
of unfaithfulness, who knowingly neglects a duty, the performance 
of which cannot fail of benefiting the spiritual state of those, 
who may (nay mttst) be influenced by his example in the most 
IMPORTANT OF ALL concems. — Family Prayers. 
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'' I KNOW him, that he will command his children and his 
household after him, and they shall keep the way of the Lord, 
to do justice and judgment."* — In these remarkahle words 
does Qod express His confidence in the fidelity of Ahraham. 
The wickedness of Sodom had become so great that He had 
resolved to destroy it. But it was the residence of Abraham's 
kinsman, and Abraham was " the firiend of God." For his 
friend's sake therefore — how precious in the sight of heaven must 
that virtue and piety be deemed, which brings a blessing, not 
only on the virtuous and pious, but on their kinsfolk and 
acquaintance! — for his friend's sake, the Lord God delays the 
execution of His severe but righteous sentence, until he has been 
acquainted with it. "And the Lord said. Shall I hide from 
Abraham that thing which I do; seeing that Abraham shall 
surely become a great and mighty nation, and all the nations of 
the earth shall be blessed in him 1 For I know him, that he 
will command his children and his household after him, and 
they shall keep the way of the Lord, to do justice and judgment; 
that the Lord may bring upon Abraham that which He hath 
spoken of him." t The human character which could win such 
testimony as this &om the most high God must command our 
utmost admiration. Being a human character, should it not also 
challenge and animate to their utmost exertion our desires of 
imitation 1 Encouraged by such hopes, assisted by such helps, 
as the Scriptures promise us, there is little danger of our setting 
our mark too high. Though the eagle never reach the sun on 
which his eye is fixed, he has his flight for ever in the blaze of 
its unclouded splendour; and the Christian, though he never 
may attain the height of God's perfections, yet the higher up

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the mountain of His holiness he climbs, the more of His glory 
does he see, and the more fully is he invested with its splendours. 
In the case before us, the duties to which we are invited, though 
encouraged by a reward so great, are far from being arduous. It 
was because Abraham lived in the faith and fear of God, that 
*' the secret of the Lord " was with him ; and the same devotion 
to the piety and virtue of his children and dependents, which 
procured for him the name of '' Father of the ^chful," also 
procured the favour and confidence of Gk)d — " Shall I hide from 

Abraham that thing which I do ? For I know him, 

that he will command his children and his household after him, 
and they shall keep the way of the Lord, to do justice and 
judgment." I purpose, fix)m these words, and from this example, 
to enforce the duty and the reward of domestic religion, and 
especially of that which is at once an essential means and chief 
part of it — Family Woeship. For of each of you, who, like 
Abraham, is the parent and master of a family, I would have 
that glorious testimony borne in heaven — " I know him, that he 
will command his children and his household after him, and they 
shall keep the way of the Lord, to do justice and judgment.** 

To " keep the way of the Lord " is a Scripture phrase, expressive 
of decided and constant adherence to His true religion and 
worship. To " do justice and judgment " is to discharge all the 
relative duties of life with faithfulness and truth. And thus 
the pregnant lesson of the text is clearly this, that morality as 
well as religion — our duty to our fellow men, not less than our 
duty to God — is directly promoted by the maintenance of 
domestic devotion. 

Had man been destined for solitude, there had been neither 
domestic duties, nor domestic pleasures. His life had been an 
anchorite's. The cell, his world. His employment, the sordid 
pursuit of his own comfort. His devotion, the secret communion 
of his heart with God. But he was created a social being, and 
placed in society ; and he becomes answerable for new obligations, 
as well as susceptible of new delights : and religion, adapting 
itself to every change of man's condition, serves now to bind 
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together the hearts which in solitude it could but have influenced 
singly, and to bind them all to God. Most intimate and 
endearing of all social bonds, as it forms the intermediate link 
between the individual and the civil community, is the family 
relation. It is the tie of holy nature, linking heart to heart. 
It is twined more closely and more strongly by mutual interests, 
mutual sympathies, mutual joys, and mutual griefe. Above all, 
it is sanctified by religion. It is this which makes the Christian 
family (not — like the herding of the brutes, or of more sensual 
men — an intercourse of mere convenience and caprice, but) the 
joint partnership of love and life. It is this which, like the 
cherubim of Paradise, with flaming sword turned every way, 
stands in the portals of the Christian home, to guard, from 
thought and word and deed impure, its hallowed entrance. It is 
this which, cherishing with constant scrupulous regard the chain 
that binds together Christian hearts, keeps it for ever strong, for 
ever bright. And it is this which, watching with more than 
Vestal care that holiest of all unconsecrated altars — the Christ- 
ian household hearth — , preserves its sacred flame in purity and 
strength. And for all this, does the Christian father owe no 
debt of gratitude, no acknowledgment of God's preserving and 
protecting goodness, no homage of reverence and love to Him 
Who keeps his dwelling from disaster, decks it with joy and 
health, and crowns its roof- tree with the light of His life-giving 
favour ? He does. And the very praises which acknowledge it, 
and the prayers which, seeking its continuance, confess his own 
entire dependence, are, by the loving favour of the Lord, 
transmuted into golden showers of more abundant and more 
precious blessings. 

In the view of all these generous motives to its establishment 
and practice, can there be a Christian parent that denies or ques- 
tions the reasonableness and obligation of family devotion ? In 
private prayer, we supplicate the blessing from on high upon our 
individual persons and concerns. As worshipping assemblies, we 
remind the Saviour of that gracious promise, that where two or 
three are met together in His Name, He will be in the midst of 
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them. We implore, as citizens and patriots, the heavenly bene- 
diction on our common country. And shall our prayers end 
here ? Is there no dear, sacred interest omitted 1 Have we 
nothing to ask for that one little spot about which the holiest 
hopes of earth are clustered ? Shall we leave the ark, in which 
the best beloved of our soul are lodged, to drift upon the world's 
rough wave, and ask no blessing of protection or of guidance for 
it from the Ruler of the sea and of the storm 1 My brethren, 
think for a moment ! When fatigues exhaust, or cares distract, 
or disappointments vex your spirit, does not the threshold of 
your home shut out the bold intruders, and afford you rest and 
quiet 1 From the collision, the intrigues, the persecution of a 
rude and selfish and hard-hearted world, do you not turn, with 
ever new delight, to eyes that never frown, to hands that never 
hurt, to hearts that never betray 1 And, in the endearments of 
domestic love, the guileless caresses of your children, the assidu- 
ous and disinterested kindness of brethren and of friends, do you 
not find earth's liveliest type of Heaven — the single remnant of 
primeval blessedness, spared by God's mercy, when the world was 
cursed for man's transgression, to bear his heart up with the hope 
of better things to come 1 And shall not they who enjoy together 
such rich mercies acknowledge them together] Will you not 
offer, with them whom God has blessed in you and with you, 
your blended tribute of praise and thanksgiving for your do- 
mestic comforts and enjoyments 1 Should not they who mutually 
depend on the rich bounty and beneficent protection of His hand 
for life, and for all that makes their common life desirable, daily 
present themselves, to ask of Him their merciful continuance ? 
If an earthly benefactor had rescued you and yours from ruin, 
loaded you with favours, and raised you to honour, would you 
not hasten, all of you together, to confess the common debt, and 
to pour out, from burning hearts, the common tribute of thanks- 
giving? And does not the daily bounty of the Giver of all 
good, the Universal Benefactor, deserve as well an altar upon 
every hearth that He sustains and crowns with plenty, and the 
chorus of their undivided prayers and praises, whose feet are 
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gathered round it, by His goodness, in peace and joy and love ? 
From the uniyersal race of man, in all ages and generations, 
there rises but one yoice in answer to these questions. There 
never was a religion thai did not set up its altar in the private 
house as well a^ in the public temple, Noah, the patriarch of the 
world, the yerj moment he had left the ark, when his family 
constituted the whole human race, '' builded an altar unto the 
Lord."* Abraham, the patriarch of the faithful, wherever he 
pitched his tent, set up his family altar, and won, by his domestic 
piety, the commendation of the text. Of the Patriarch of Uz 
it is recorded, that '^ every morning he rose up early and sancti- 
fied his children, offering burnt offerings according to the number 
of them alL'*t And it was the noble declaration of the Jewish 
captain, Joshua, ''as for me and my house, we will serve the 
Lord.''t Nay, the poor groping heathen, though they bowed to 
wood and stone, felt the propriety and duty of family religion ; 
set up, as household gods, their Lares and Penates, in private 
chapels, or on the common hearth ; and worshipped them with 
frequent prayers and costly sacrifices. If then there be a 
Christian family, that lives in all the glorious light of the Gospel, 
neglectful of this sacred duty, must not these images of wood 
and stone cry out against them 1 And, in the day of judgment, 
will not their darkened worshippers rise up, to condemn their 
shocking inconsistency, who, glorying in the possession of a reve- 
lation direct from the one true and living God, withhold the 
homage, which they rendered, in their utter ignorance, to gods 
that could not help them ? 

From the reasonableness and obvious duty of family devotion 
we pass to its advantages. And the first of these is its full share 
of all the blessings ordinarily promised to private prayer, under 
circumstances of increased interest and satisfaction. If, in the 
stillness and secrecy of the closet, there is a hush of the awed 
spirit in communion with its God, which is felt nowhere else, 
there is, in the devotions of the fireside altar, a flowing fervour

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of the affections, a melting of the spirit, as if heart coalesced 
with heart, which never can he experienced hut when, in the 
midst of all its loved ones, the full soul pours itself out hefore 
the Eternal. Within the charmed compass of that sacred circle, 
there are elements at work which can meet nowhere else. They 
kneel heside each other who hefore God have vowed to hear in 
love the load of life, till death shall take it off; and they feel 
what need there is of mutual patience, kindness, and forhearance, 
to hear each other's burdens, and of God's sustaining strength to 
bear up both. The parents kneel beside the children of their 
love and hope ; and they feel how hearty and how holy their 
prayers should be, who have in charge to guide through all the 
snares of life the souls of young immortals. The master kneels 
beside the servant ; and while the one feels that as sinners they 
are humbled to the dust, the other learns how, as believers, all 
are lifted by the same cross even to the heavens. They kneel 
together as dependent beings at the footstool of their Bene&ctor, 
as guilty beings at the tribunal of their Judge ; and praying from 
the deep heart, with common knowledge of their necessities, and 
with common desires for their relief, each for the rest as for him- 
self, they lend mutual earnestness and fervour to each other, and 
ensure His blessing Who has promised to His disciples, that where 
two of them shall agree, as touching any thing that they shall ask, 
it shall be done for them of His Father Who is in heaven.* 

The performance of family devotion is attended with the 
happiest effects on all who engage in it, and this individually as 
well as collectively. It serves as a most wholesome restraint upon 
their conduct. They are put, as it were, upon their consistency. 
They will scarcely rise from their knees to the commission of acts 
which will put their prayers to shame. They will hardly indulge 
in violence of anger or indecency of expression, who are by and 
by to pray before their household against all that displeases God, 
or unfits men for heaven. Nor is this all. Prayer is a means of 
grace, and God blesses the patient use of means. " In the morn- 
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ing sow thy seed, and in the evening withhold not thy hand," 
and doubt not that He will give the increase. To kneel, to ask, 
to seek, is in the power of all. The holy will, the sanctified wish, 
the steady purpose of obedience, God must bestow. But He has 
promised to give them to those only who kneel, and seek, and 
ask for them. 

In binding a family together in peace and love, there is no 
human influence like that of domestic prayer. Uniting them in 
a- common object, it unites their sympathies and their desires. 
Raising their hearts to heaven, it brings them together in the 
presence of God. The family altar is an asylum, to which they 
all repair from the cares and toils of life. Reminding them of 
the vanity and sorrow of the world, it unites their resolution and 
their patience in enduring them. Reminding them of the rest 
reserved in heaven, it unites them in efforts of faith and obedience 
for its attainment. Earth has no holier spot than a house thus 
sanctified by prayer — where the voice of supplication and thanks- 
giving consecrates every day, where the word of God is devoutly 
read, and young and old unite to shew forth all His praise. It 
may be humble ; but it is holy, and therefore heavenly. Poverty 
may be there, and sorrow ; but its inmates are rich in faith, and 
joyous in the Holy Ghost. Sickness and death must enter it ; 
but they will come as angels of peace and mercy, and the spirits 
whom they release from the imprisonment of the flesh shall be 
united, free, and happy, to worship for ever, as earth did not 
permit them, a family in heaven. 

But chiefly is family worship important for its influence on 
children and dependents. It is in this way that they are best 
taught religion, as they learn language, by insensible degrees — a 
little one. day and a little another, '' line upon line, and precept 
upon precept." Religion thus imparted becomes a part of the 
milk that nourishes, of the bread that feeds them. It is incor- 
porated with the very substance of their hearts. They are 
brought up " in the nurture and admonition of the Lord." They 
cannot remember when they were not under its holy influences. 
They become Christians by imperceptible degrees ; and grow in 
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the knowledge and love of God and of their duty, as they grow 
in wisdom and in stature. 

You that, as parents, and heads of families, have, as it were, 
given hostages to God and to society, lay these considerations 
well to heart. Look on your little children, as they climb your 
knees and gather round your board, and ask yourselves how you 
should answer it to society, to them, to God, that you had de- 
prived them in their helpless infancy of advantages like this ! If 
I knew a parent that lived in the habitual neglect of family de- 
votion, this should be my argument ; and while a throb of holy 
nature trembled at his heart, I should not fear for the result. I 
would remind him of the weakness of our poor, fallen humanity, 
and of the temptations of the world. I would remind him that, 
vigilant as the parental eye might be, the time would come when 
its delight and pride must go beyond its reach. And I would 
ask him calmly to consider, if from the fiery ordeal of that wicked 
world the darling child (whose slightest ache has kept him all 
night long awake, and in the accomplishment of whose mind and 
person he has lavished gold that his own sweat and blood have 
earned,) should come back, all scathed and branded, a soiled and 
ruined thing, his very heart within him would not break outright 
with sorrow and remorse, that he had never sought to shield his 
infant innocence with prayer, nor to arm him with the weapons 
of God*s word against those sinful lusts which have achieved his 
ruin. See to it, beloved brethren, that on none of you this sorrow 
beyond all earthly sorrow fall. Aspire, by imitating Abraham's 
noble example, to share his glorious commendation. Resolve, 
like gallant Joshua, " as for me and my house, we will serve the 
Lord." If you have already begun, go on in stedfast perse- 
verance. If you have not begun, take courage to begin to-day. 
Call over, one by one, the excuses which have hitherto prevented 
you ; and with a noble Christian courage dare for your own sake, 
for your children's sake, to trample on them all. Is it want of 
time 1 Take so much from your business. It is God Who giveth 
you the increase, and by His service none can lose. Is it want of 
ability ? Do it as well as you can. It is upon the heart that 
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the Prayer-hearer looks. According to that a man hath it is ac- 
cepted, and not according to that he hath not. Do you fear the 
restraint it will impose on you 9 Then it is indeed time that you 
should hegva. How feabpttl is his condition, who, by rejecting 
all restraint, avows his open preference of sin to holiness ! Or do 
you fear the imputation of singularity, " the world's dread 
laugh?" If others are irreligious, the more reason for your 
decision. It was Abdiel's praise to stand alone in virtue : 

« Faithful found 
Among the faithless, faithful only he ; 
AmoDg innumerable false, unmoved. 
Unshaken, unseduced, unterrified. 
His loyalty he kept, his love, his zeal ; 
Nor number, nor example, with him wrought 
To swerve from truth, or change his constant mind. 
Though single."* 

" There are those," says an excellent writer, " who laugh at 

all this, as there are those in lunatic hospitals who laugh at 

their own wretchedness. Without inquiring who laughs or who 

approves, the Christian, morning and evening, prays with his 

family. In the discharge of this delightful duty, his house 

seems more his castle, and an unseen guard encamps around his 

bed." — " In such a house the secret is found out of combining 

seriousness with cheerfulness, service with freedom, duty with 

delight. Happy home ! Where prayers are victorious over 

tears, and trust is too strong for despair. Where God is a daily 

guest, and His angels a nightly guard." f — Sermon on the Subject, 
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The biography of the most illustrious men of all ages proves 
the truth of one remarkable fact, that those who have been emin-

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cnt for goodness, gmtness, or Tirtue, hare genenllj owed the 
excellence, which has been the basis of their reputation, to the 
teaching, the example, or the influence, of their Mothers at home. 
The MOTiLEB is the chief biasser, for good or evil, of the mind of 
the child. Before the tutor, the master, or the deigjrman, can 
impart one lesson either of a secular or of a religious nature, the 
soul of the child has receiTed its earliest, and rerj finequentlj its 
most indelible impressions. That Christian Mother, therefore, 
neglects her first and most bounden dut j, who permits the eariier 
years of infancy to pass awaj, without eleTating the primal 
thoughts of her child to God. If the Christian Mother do not 
teach her beloTed ofispring to pray as soon as it can dasp its 
hands, bend its knee, or lisp its first stammering words ; — ^i^ when 
her child is bom into the world, the Mother do not hear, as it 
were, a voice firom heaven saying to her, with more than mortal 
eloquence, " Take this child, and nurse it for God ; take this 
child, and train it up, to live here as the spiritual member of 
Christ's Holy Catholick Apostolick Church on earth, and to live 
hereafter as a member of Christ's Holy Church triumphant over 
evil in heaven ; " — she is the enemy of the soul of her child. The 
day must come when death shall part the Mother firom her child- 
ren. At that hour, when all the gold, and wealth, and £une, 
and honour, in the world, — which children are so often taught to 
r^ard as the only things needful, — shall appear as the toys of 
forgotten infancy, or as a heap of sand to the traveller who is 
dying for a drop of water in the desert, how hitter will be the 
remembrance of the Mother who has seen her children depart 
from the ways of peace and true happiness, into folly, worldliness, 
or wickedness, if she is compelled to check her dying remon- 
strances to her children, and to say, '' I — I am to blame ; I dedi- 
cated my children to God by holy baptism in their infimcy, but I 
taught them no prayer. I neglected religion in the nursery. Their 
early days began and ended, without my attempting to direct 
their hearts to God. I taught them to please man, and not GK>d ; 
to adorn the body, and to neglect the soul. I feel — I see — I 
know the vanity of all things but the religion which should speak 
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peace to the dying ; yet now my words mock me, when I would 
pronounce a blessing, or utter my words of parting advice to my 
children. Oh ! that I had practised as well as known my duty. 
Oh ! that I had valued the best happiness of a Christian Mother, 
and enabled them to thank their dying parent for the care she 
had bestowed on their souls. Oh ! that I had endeavoured to 
bias the minds of my dear children, as I now wish that I had 
done, when the hour of my death is before me 1" 

The same reflections are applicable to fathebs as well as to 
Mothers. K remorse and self-reproach will attend a dying 
Mother who reflects on her neglect of the souls of her children, 
when they were committed to her more peculiar charge ; no less 
will the Christian Father mourn at the last, if he be guilty of the 
same crime. The children descend from the nursery, to the par- 
lour, the drawing-room, the fireside. If the religious Mother has 
consecrated the nursery to God, in such manner that every day 
has been begun and ended with the lisped and broken prayer ; it 
becomes the duty of a religious Father to go on with the good 
work that is begun; to make the domestic hearth the first 
Church, and to bring back, as it were, the days of the pristine 
Paradise to an united religious Christian family. The first 
Church upon earth was a family ; the first priest was a Father ; 
the first congregation were the elder and the younger children ; 
the first altar was the domestic spot around which they assembled 
to worship. So it may still be. Every famUy may he regarded 
as a Church ; every Father as a priest to offer prayers ; every 
child and servant as the member of a domestic congregation ; 
every spot in the house set apart for worship, as the altar at home 
to which the lambs of Christ's fold should be duly brought, as 
living sacrifices to the God of all the families of the earth, " holy, 
acceptable unto God, a reasonable service." * The impressions of 
the nursery must continue in the household, and the further pre- 
paration thus be made at home for the public reception of the 
baptized child into the communion of the visible Church. The

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stones of the temple which Solomon built and dedicated, and 
which the GoJ of hrael accepted and possessed, were prepared at 
a distance from Jerusalem ; they were squared and polished on the 
spot where they were found, until the " great stones, costly stones, 
and hewed s tones,' '♦ were ready for their removal. They were all, 
one by one, gradually taken away from their native hoine, to be 
placed in their destined positions in the temple, without any 
sound of the axe or the hammer f within the sacred precincts of 
the holy city ; till " like some tall palm the noiseless fiftbric 
grew,''X ^nd the temple of Jerusalem was completed. Just so it 
must be in these latter days ; and just so it will be, if the parents 
of families will du their duty to their children and their servants. 
If we desire the building up of the Holy Oatholick Apostolick 
Church on earth ; if we seek for the extension of the Church of 
Christ among ourselves ; if we pray for the peace of our Jem^ 
salem ; if we would say to Jerusalem, " Thou shalt be built," and 
to the temple, " Thy foundations shall be laid ;*'§ we must prepare 
in our domestic circles the polished stones of the temple, for their 
places in the House of the Lord. If parents of families would 
but thus do their duty to their baptized children ; if the Christiaa 
Father would but proceed with the domestic religion which the 
Christian Mother has begun ; then the temples of Christ would 
silently and slowly, but surely and certainly, spring up 2km<mg 
us. The fountains of infidelity, and of indifference to religion, 
would be stopped at their source. The general demoralization 
would be suspended. The impure literature which curses our 
age would become distasteful even to the young, for whom it is 
especially written ; and one generation would not pass away 
before a national reformation would follow the prevalence of 
domestic religion. 

If family religion be thus important and valuable, what, it 
may be asked, are the causes why this duty is so generally 
neglected even by those who are, in other respects, diligent and 
earnest in their Christian duties ?

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Many causes may be assigned. Some have not been accustomed* 
to call their children and servants together, and are unwilling to 
commence a new custom. Others dread the introduction of a new 
check upon careless living. Some fear lest the charge of incon- 
sistency might rest upon them if they did not persevere. Some 
imagine that they sufficiently discharge their duty if they take 
care that their children and servants attend church, and avoid 
censure. Some mistake the nature of education. The error is 
not so universal now as it was many years ago : but education is 
still too frequently regarded as a preparation of the mind for the 
present life alone, from which religion ought not to be altogether 
excluded, because it is the best basis of the morality which is 
essential to respectability;— but in which religion should be re- 
garded merely as subservient to success. Education rightly con- 
sidered is that drawing forth of the powers of the human mind, 
which shall enable it, by the union of knowledge, discipline, and 
^^^91/9 ^ attain to the highest fitness for the state or condition in 
which the person edu/ioted is to he, or can he placed. If the soul 
of man were intended for the present life alone, so much of know- 
ledge only might be required, as would be necessary to attain the 
advantages which this life affords. It would then be sufficient to 
adopt religious opinions, merely because they were established. 
Whereas the immortality of the soul compels us to believe that 
training alone to be worthy of the name of education, which en- 
ables the mind by religious knowledge. Christian discipline, and 
spiritual energy, to attain to fitness for the future world, as well 
as to fitness for an honourable condition in the present ; and the 
foundoJtion of this fitness must he laid in the earliest bias of the 
soul. Some abstain from family worship because they consider 
religion as one great controversy, for which the mind should be 
left unbiassed altogether till the judgment is matured, and the 
understanding furnished with the knowledge of the arguments on 
all sides. Because it is necessary that some mode of faith be 
nominally adopted, they are contented to leave their children to 
the care of the tutor, or the minister, who shall instruct them in 

the opinions which are generally received ; and the anxiety of 

h 2 
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•the parent, therefore, to direct the child in the right choice of 
religious conclusion is not considered necessary. These are some 
of the objections to family worship. But the chief cause of the 
neglect of this solemn duty is that to which I beg the especial 
attention of Christian parents. It is, the forgetfulness of the 
INFINITE, the UNUTTERABLE VALUE of the SOULS, the IMMORTAL 
souls, entrusted to their care ; and of the bbal meaning of the 
happiness or miseri/ of that SALVATION or that DAMNATION 
which is promised or threatened, both to them and to their 
children, — and which may alike depend on the early bias which 
may be given by the Mother, or the Father, at home. 

It has been said by an old divine, that " if religion be any 
thing, it is every thing ; if it be important at all, it is all impor* 
tant.** Now, the importance of religion, or, in other words, 
the value of the sotU may be known from the meaning of the word 
iMMOBTALiTT, and frx>m the question which the Lord of life, 
when He tabernacled among His friends and enemies on earth, pro- 
posed to His disciples, and to ourselves — " What is a man pro- 
fited, if he shall gain the whole world, and lose his own soul ) 
or what shall a man give in exchange for his soul?"'^ The 
common arguments to prove its immortality are known to all, and 
they need not be here repeated : and the meaning of that immor- 
tality is but faintly illustrated by the common metaphors, which 
are no less familiar to all, but which can never cease to be 
impressive. If the Oceans of earth could be emptied drop by 
drop into the next planet, and each drop be drained away in a 
thousand years, or a myriad of years only — if the sand on the 
sea shore could be removed from its deposit, grain by grain, and 
the same long period be allowed for the removal of each — the 
time must arrive when the oceans would be exhausted, and the 
sand displaced. Both these things might be done ; but immob- 
TALITY would be but beginning. And as the thought of the 
endiess duration of the soul is thus overpowering, no less is the 
remembrance of the things which have been done for its happi-

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ness in that immortalitj equally oyerwhelming and mysterious. 
While the animal is governed by instinct alone, and the man 
who n^lects, or is ignorant of, Reyelation is governed by a 
bewildered reason arriving at unsatisfactory conjectures — the 
Christian sees and believes that a gradually-developed Revelation 
has been granted to him, to acquaint him with all things respect- 
ing the Deity and the soul, which it is necessary that the soul 
should know ; and to exhort him so to use that knowledge, that 
his immortality be a blessing, and not a curse. To demonstrate 
the infinite, the unutterable value of the soul, we are assured in 
this Revelation, that the present condition of man is the result 
of the influence of invisible beings upon the human soul, — that 
the universe of the Creator contains other spirits which are 
interested in the welfare or destruction of the souls of men, — 
that some of these are good and others evil, — that man in this 
world is neither an angel nor a devil, but is gifted with a nature 
different from that which he at first possessed ; which is capable 
of attaining in its immortality to an higher happiness than the 
angels of heaven can aspire to, because he may be a partaker of 
the Divine nature which they are not ; — or it may sink lower 
than the devils, by committing a sin which they could not commit 
— ^namely, the rejection of a Divine atonement which was never 
offered to them, and the quenching that influence of God's Holy 
Spirit which was never entrusted to their charge. The value of 
the soul can only thus be estimated, by considering it in the 
light which beams from the world beyond the grave. To raise 
the soul of man from its present degradation, to save it from the 
society of the evil spirits, to elevate it to the society of the 
unfallen spirits, to exalt it still more highly to that rank before 
the Creator, which is called the joint-heirship wUh the Son of God, 
all the wonderful things were done which are recorded in 
Revelation. That which is Divine became human ; that we who 
are human might become Divine. The heavenly became earthly ; 
that the earthly might become heavenly. The Word became 
flesh on earth ; that flesh might become as the Word in heaven. 
The Creator Who has given the laws of life, preservation, and 
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destruction, to animals and plants, — to the earth its orbit^ — and 
to the universe its expansiveness, — has given also the law of 
happiness to the soul. And that law is, that its happiness shall 
not be derived from an unavoidable instinct impressed by the 
Divine Power, and leading to uniform conclusions, — ^not from 
a defective reason choosing inferior blessings, — ^but from the 
exercise of a Divinely-guided (though not compelled) will, 
choosing the highest good. To enable the soul to understand 
its true happiness, and to persuade it to accept its holy inherit- 
ance, not only was the plan of Redemption revealed which is 
recorded in the Scriptures ; but now, even now, the Omnipresent 
God acts upon the human mind according to the laws of the 
mind, and accompanies the lessons of the Mother, the instructions 
of the Father, the sermons of the Minister, the prayers of the 
Church, the use of the Sacraments, the truths of the Scripture, 
and all other means of grace ; to persuade, bend, influence, and 
.empower the soul to accept, and to be prepared for, that in- 
heritance. This work of God begins with the beginning. The 
Sonship of God in the soul commences, in some mysterious 
manner, when the parent dedicates the child to the God of 
Revelation, the Head of the Church visible and militant upon 
earth. Then the grace of the covenant begins ; and it proceeds 
with the blessing of GK>d upon the labours of the parent, and 
the institutions of the Church. To save the soul of man God's 
grace is given to refine and to purify it. God's Holy Son 
came down to redeem it. God's Holy Spirit dwells in it, and 
possesses it, and fills it. It is cleansed by the blood of Christ. 
It is clothed with His righteousness. It is comforted by the 
promises of God. It is warned by His threatenings. It is 
sheltered in the Church. It is nourished by the Sacraments. 
It is guarded by angels. It is hated by devils. The Son of 
God intercedes for its welfare in the world of Spirits. The Spirit 
of God, when it falls from its privileges, intercedes within it for 
its welfare, by teaching it to repent and to pray, " with groan- 
ings which cannot be uttered." * The Creator and Governor of

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the world, Who has revealed these overpowering wonders to the 
soul and to the Church, has manifested Himself as condescending 
to declare with an oath to the sons of man, that He would not 
the death, the spiritual and eternal death, of the sinful soul, but 
rather that that soul obeyed His holy laws and lived. Heaven 
and earth were called to witness by the Legislator of Israel, if 
they relapsed into idolatry after the miracles they had seen in 
Egypt, at the Red Sea, and in the wilderness. Heaven now 
bears witness by the descent of Christ, the manifestations of 
angels, and the power of the Holy Spirit; Earth now bears 
witness by the resurrection of the dead, by the dispersion of the 
Jews, by the present fulfilment before our eyes of the prophecies 
of Revelation — against the folly of infidelity, and the neglect of 
the souL Heaven and Earth, the Church of God, and the 
Scriptures of God, all that the Deity has done in times past, all 
which His Providence is doing at present ; alike appeal to us to 
remember the question of the Eternal One, when He assumed 
our nature to convince us of the valtie ofifie soul — " What shall 
it profit us if we gain the whole world and lose it ? What can 
we give in exchange for it ? " But the soul may be endangered 
or destroyed by the Mother or the Father ; and heaven and earth 
call upon Mothers and Fathers to remember the question, and to 
train up for heaven, by the earliest impressions and instructions 
of home, the child which they have dedicated by baptism to the 
God and Saviour of the soul. 

The value of the soul will be still further demonstrated, if we 
consider the nature of the happiness or misery ; the salvation 
which is promised, or the damnation which is threatened. Thjose 
Christians greatly err wlio imagine that tlie salvatioji or damnation 
of the soul commences only at the death of the body, or at tlce day 
of the resurrection of the dead. The state of mind, heart, and 
soul, which constitutes this salvation or damnation, does not then 
begin; it is only then completed. As is the acorn, so is the oak. 
As is the bud, so is the flower. As is the soul at the death of 
the body, so is it at the commencement of its immortality. The 
grace of the Holy Spirit of God is given to the soul in the 
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present life, that it may make within itself, by the use or abuse 
of that grace, the acorn or the bud, which shall be fully developed 
in the future state : and the early germ, both of the acorn and 
the bud, is implanted by the Mother or Father, in the very 
infancy of the immortal soul. 

Both the philosophy of the human mind, and the fearfiil 
representations in the Holy Scriptures of the condition to which 
the human soul may be degraded, unite to confirm the truth of 
this statement. Philosophy tells us, that 1/ the soul he indeed 
immortal, it is so with all its properties, faculties, and poioers — 
with the understanding, the afections, and the will. When the 
soul, at the death of the body, enters upon the unseen state, it 
will bear within itself the remembrance of the past life, the 
affections of the heart, and the consciousness of its religion or 
irreligioji. As these are, such will be its happiness or its misery. 
As these are, such will be its fitness or its unfitness for its highest 
good. The representation of the rich man in the narrative of 
our blessed Lord demonstrates the accuracy of this view. " The 
rich man died." His soul was unfit for the blessing of its best 
inheritance. In the day when he died he did but become 
conscious of that unfitness. The affections of the heart were with 
him, and he pitied, but too late he pitied, his brethren. The 
remembrance of the past tvas with him, " He seeth Abraham," 
into whose covenant he had been in vain admitted. The conn 
sciotisness of his irreligion and neglect of the soul tffas with him. 
" Thou in thy lifetime receivedst thy good things." The children, 
which are taught from the cradle to consider the portion which 
they may possess in this world as their only real good, are in 
danger of partaking the same unfitness for a better state, the 
same misery, the same damnation. 

Neither is this the only passage of the New Testament which 
teaches this doctrine. It may appear strange and novel to many, 
when I say that the m/)umful representation which is given to 
us of the demoniac in the Evangelists is nothing else than a 
2^ortrait of one of the commit characters which are to be met witJi 
in society. The only difference between them is, that the 
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demoniac in the Gospels was conscious of his misery ; while the 

persons to whom I refer are unconscious of it. The demoniac 

in the New Testament is described to us as a being in whose 

soul were united these four things — knowledge of religion, 

continued unrepented evil, hatred of Christy and deep despair 

of pardon. There was the knowledge of religion : — " / know 

Thee, Who Thou artr There was continued unrepented evil : — 

he was possessed by an unclean spirit, an evil spirit. There was 

hatred of Christ : — " What have I to do tuith Thee ? " There was 

deep despair of pardon : — "Art Thou come hither to torment us ? 

I beseech Thee torment us noV^ The words are spoken to the 

Giver of Mercy Himself, Who came down from heaven to break 

the fetters of the demoniac, to cast out the evil spirit, and to 

speak peace to man. If any baptized Christian looks into his 

own heart, and finds there, leagued in one sad and one unholy 

union, the same four things — knowledge of religion, love of evil, 

hatred of Christ, and deep despair of God's mercy, because he 

resolves to remain under the dominion of evil, which he knows 

the Almighty has condemned; that person is unfit for the 

condition for which he was created, and to which he is commanded 

to aspire. May not such a person be said to be living under the 

influence of an evil spirit? He may be unconscious of his 

lamentable condition before the body dies. The result of his 

unfitness for a better state may not be made known to him until 

the death of the body ; but if such a person is not healed of his 

plague, — if the leprosy is not removed by the blood of Christ 

shed for him, and by the waters of the Holy Spirit poured forth 

upon the soul, — that leper cannot be received within the holy 

Jerusalem, into which nothing that defileth can enter. He is as 

unfit for the society of the angels of heaven, and of the spirits of 

the just, as the leper was unfit for the congregations or society of 

his countrymen. Even if he could be received among them, he 

would be miserable among them. Like Uzziah in the holy 

temple of Jerusalem on earth, the consciousness of his leprosy 

W>uld make him hasten from their presence. It may appear 

strange to many, but the cHiarader which is represented by the 
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demoniac abounds among us, I have known it among all 
classes of society, high and low, rich and poor. And well may 
that man tremble who is conscious that this character is his own. 
MoTUERS and Fathebs ! let not thb sin be on your souls, that 
you neglected to teach your diddren so to love God, that they ever 
live in the well-founded hope of His mercy. 

This view is confirmed by the language of Scripture. " He that 
helieveth not^^ e&ys St. John, " is condemned already;"* that is, 
his condemnation has begun upon earth. " He that hath not the 
Son^ says the same Evangelist, " liath not life, hut the wrath of 
God ahideth on him ;"f that is, the wrath, which shall be fully 
developed hereafter, abideth on the soul at present, whether the 
soul be conscious of it or not. We read in another place X of 
those who are twice dead ; that is, the first spiritual death having 
been removed by the grace of God, they have finally so rejected 
the truth and grace of God, that a second death has b^un 
within them while they still live. The whole volume of Revela- 
tion proves the same truth, and confirms and enforces, therefore, 
on Mothers and Fathers the duty of which I have been speaking; 
that they so train up their diildren, tliat, if those children fall 
away from the grace of the covenant which God has made with 
His Church, their heavy condemnation may not he imputed to the 
PARENTS. — Dedication (to Heads of Families) of a new annotated edition 
of the Holy Bible, 
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And because the duty, and the destiny, and the happiness of the 
soids of men are thus fully revealed to us in the volume of truth, 
I am no less desirous that we, who are members of the Church of 
God, and are entrusted therefore with the knowledge of the 
Scriptures, — with the privilege of participating in the Holy 
Sacraments, — and with all the other privileges of the everlasting

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coyenant which the Father of Spirits has made with His Churchy 
— should become prepared, hy our attention to family religion, 
first for our assembling with the congregations of the Church 
militant upon earth ; and then for our admission, by God*s con- 
tinued mercy upon us, into the society of the blessed spirits, the 
Church triumphant in heaven. I wish the knowledge of the 
head to be attended with the holiness of the heart ; the clearness 
of religious faith to be accompanied with the performance of 
religious duties; and the possession of the Scriptures, and the 
fellowship of the Church, to be made the basis of the best earthly 
happiness, — peace with God through Jesus Christ our Lord, and 
communion with God through the abiding comfort of the Holy 
Spirit within our hearts. Death and judgment, endless hap- 
piness or endless MISEB7, are before us. This life is short in its 
duration, toilsome in its engagements, and transitory in its 
enjoyments. I desire, as a Christian, to be myself prepared, and 
to endeavour, by an uniform domestic worship in this family, 
that you also be prepared to meet God. I desire for myself and 
you, that as we believe all the truth of God's word, and as we 
worship with God's Church, so we may pray to God for the par- 
don of the past, for His grace for the present, for His guidance 
for the future; that we may live in His fear, and die in His favour, 
and attain to the end of our faith, the Salvation of oub Souls. 
This is my wish for myself and for you all. May the blessing of 
the God of the families of the earth be upon us, that our hope, and 
faith, and Christian knowledge, and Christian privileges, be not 

imparted to us in vain. — Frefatory Address to a Family ; from the 
same publication. 
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JIe then put the MS. volume into my hands, desiring me to 
peruse it while he attended to a person who had called upon 
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business. Xerer before was seen so affecting a history of a 
family ; a hbtonr. too. not written for the eve of man, but 
actuallj told out at the throne of God. It was a register of cir- 
cumstances which were not of mere earthlv occurrence, and so had 
passed away, but had been means also of spiritual communication 
with Heaven, and in their effects immortal It was a complete 
series of the bountj and the chastisement, of the joj and the 
sorrow, by which God had ordered their going. I saw the 
different stages of their joumej, as this chosen £&milj mored 
through this wilderness below to the promised land of rest ; and 
oh ! methought, that ererr ^milj would duly take warning bj 
that registry which God hath caused to be kept of the prototype 
of all families, and see its fate in that of the house of Israel, 
remembering that they see there the dealings of God not with a 
nation only, but a family also. In turning orer the pages, I 
perceived that this family, like its model the church, had its 
peculiar days of commemoration for blessings or for chastise- 
ments. Among these I found the marriage-day of the parents, 
the birth-day of each child, anniversaries of recovery from 
dangerous sickness, and also of the final release of some member 
from this world of trouble. Thus the whole earthly history of 
the £uaily was run through in the course of the year, the memory 
of God*s dealings with them constantly kept alive, and a grateful 
sense of past mercies was continually preparing them for the 
reception of new. 

On his return my friend resumed. '' From this cradle we came 
forth into the world, strong in principle, inured to reliance upon 
God, and with no slight acquaintance with the human heart, 
which we had derived from our habitual unreservedness, and 
were thus spared the disgust and corruption by which such 
experience is so dearly bought in the mart of the world. Life is 
a recurrence of similar occasions, varied somewhat in aspect, and 
all occasions at home having been met with the proper feeling and 
principle, and well noted and discerned by our system there, left 
us, on their repetition on a larger scale in the world, but little 
perplexity. Even when absent, we enjoyed to a considerable 
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degree the comfort and protection of home. Is U nothing to he 
assured thai we are the object of continval prayer ? Is U nothing 
to know that at a certain hour we are joining our prayers with 
others, and are united at the foot of the throne of God ? Besides, 
we often enjoyed its holy influence in a manner quite incidental 
and indirect Well do I remember how, when once upon the 
point of yielding to a very strong temptation, a clock struck the 
very hour of our evening prayer. In an instant, our family 
group appeared before my eye ; I heard my name put up in 
humble and earnest entreaty to the Almighty Protector, expres- 
siohs of our domestic liturgy flashed upon my mind with a yivid 
light, and I repelled the assailant with lively indignation, and felt 
as if I crushed it with the might of a giant. 

" I have since seen much of mankind, have been the guest of 
many families, and what I have observed in them has convinced 
me of the wisdom of the economy with which my father ruled his 
own. / have seen very many amiably united in the bands of 
affection, hut very few, alas t in those of seuoion. In almost all, 
the serious thoughts connected with another life seemed studiously 
kept down in the bottom of the bosom, not as a treasure of which 
the owner was jealous, but as an occupant of which he was 
ashamed ; they seemed to be withheld as endangering the unity 
of home, not as confirming it ; and that suppression of opinion, 
which on any worldly matter would be considered disingenuous, 
was on this point industriously encouraged. Perhaps a sudden 
blow of misfortune came upon them, and they turned to God, 
but it was in stupor and amazement ; family prayer was esta- 
blished, but, like the book of the law found by Josiah, it was 
heard, after a long neglect, by untutored ears ; and, unfortunately, 
there was always some one member of the family not in unison 
with the rest, one of whose inward satire all stood in awe, to 
whom the others were individually conscious of some folly or 
other, and, fearful of his secret ridicule and imputation of 
hypocrisy, were either altogether deterred, or spent the time of 
prayer in thinking of him, and not of God j in fearing him, and 
not the Lord. Taken up with so faint a spirit, it could not last' 
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long ; the presence of guests was enough to shame them out of 
it ; and^ after several interruptions, which hecame stronger and 
stronger, and several revivals, which became weaker and weaker, 
it was finally dropped by a consent, which, however tacit, was 
apparently much more hearty than that by which it had been 
originally established. Few seem to he aware of the difficulty of 
setting on fiinn footing effectual family prayer ; of the time which 
must elapse before each bosom can break through the prison of 
its reserve, and stand revealed to its neighbour; before it can 
reach that state of purity and confidence which fears no rebuke, 
experiences no aversion to confess, disguises not its wishes ; before 
the brother and the sister, the delicacy of the one, and the 
manliness of the other, find at last that common language which 
God had given, but the world had destroyed j before, in short, 
the same thing can appear in the same light to different minds, 
and what was formerly an object of levity and banter can become 
to both parties a source of seriousness, and of anxious canvass. 
0, my friend, he assured upon my experience, that where reli- 
gion IS NOT PREDOMINANT there is NO STABLE HOME, the joys of that 
house are hut sources of future sorrow, its affections mere ropes 
of sand.^ Here our conversation upon this point ended. — 
The Rectory of Valehead. 
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Man appears before God in prayer in a three-fold capacity : 
first, as an individual ; secondly, as the member of a family; 
thirdly, as a member of Christ's Church, in the public congrega- 
tion and communion of His people. Now, looking on these three 
capacities, in which man is brought before God in prayer, one thing 
must strike us forcibly, — the common consent of all professing 
Christians as to the necessity and deep importance, in the first 
and last ; while there is a manifest unwillingness, among all that 
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are not really in earnest, to acknowledge it in the second. Yet 
it is difficult to understand how an obligation, so distinctly and 
generally acknowledged in the former instances, can be evaded in 
the latter. Man, in his individual capacity, knows by experience 
that he cannot live a life of faith without prayer. He is, he 
knows, to work out his salvation with fear and trembling ; but 
then it is GK)d that worketh in him* ; and to have God working 
in him, he must pray for His Spirit. Many indeed may live in 
the habitual neglect of private prayer, but then they know that 
they are living without God. Men may offer up their prayers 
with thoughtless inattention, drawing nigh to God with their 
lips, while their hearts are far from Him ; but the very fact of 
their offering up these reluctant and worthless prayers, is a plain 
acknowledgment of the duty that lies upon them to pray. 
Man, every one feels, cannot fulfil his duties as a responsible 
being, in which his own individual salvation is so nearly con- 
cerned, without coming before God individually. On the same 
grounds, great importance is universally attached to public 
worship, not only from the assistance given thereby to human 
infirmity by the encouragement of mutual presence, and by the 
prayers and ordinances of the Church, but also from the fact 
that man is there reminded of his social being, of the duties he 
owes to others, of his being a member of a body. His heart, it is 
hoped, will be enlarged, and the narrow boundaries, within which 
natural selfishness would confine his charity, broken down and 
removed. If the State owed no other debt of gratitude to the 
Church, it would at least have to thank her for encouraging, by 
her public ordinances, feelings of mutual dependance and good- 
citizenship. 

But if we thus allow ourselves to measure the necessity of a duty 
by the importance of its results,* can we conceive a stronger

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necessity than that laid upon us bj the importance of family 
worship ? Where are ties so numerous and so stringent as those 
which bind man in his domestic relations 1 Where are respon- 
sibilities more awful, opportunities for good so frequent^ and the 
effects of example so close and immediate ? What hath not God 
done by the influence and faithfulness of fsEunily religion ? Here, 
in the first ages of the world, was the narrow channel in which 
the stream of His truth was preserved, ere yet it was turned into 
the wider course of a national faith. Here was the birth-place 
of the Church ; here was her infancy spent, ere yet she went 
forth into the world with the sanction of the Law, as the acknow- 
ledged handmaid of the Lord Jehovah. And what, again, is not 
God doing now, by the daily and sanctifying influence of domestic 
example in His futhful children ? How many at this moment, 
amid the temptations and allurements of the world, are being 
sustained, under God*s grace, by the recollections of a pure and 
holy home, and of the prayers which they know have been, and 
are still being, daily offered up for their spiritual well-being) 
In every £imily its members are daily, and some of them con- 
stantly throughout the day, coming into collision ; they are 
exchanging upon each other constantly the effects of mutual 
example, as in electrified bodies, giving or receiving from each 
other good or evil continually. There is a continual transfer 
going on, unconsciously it may be, but not the less certainly ; 
though each member may not know how far he is afi*ected by 
the example of those with whom his daily life is spent. Ajid 
thus, again, what has not Satan done, and what is he not now 
daily doing, by domestic examples of sin and neglect? In 
every home throughout the land there is a fountain flowing forth 
to give the colour and flavour of its waters to the broad expanse 
of national character, discolouring or purifying, making bitter or 
sweet, according as that home, shall be. 

It is the office of family prayer, not only to seek God's 
gifts, spiritual and temporal, upon the family collectively, but to 
remind them individually of the vast and awful importance of 
their domestic relations : that every day they live there might be 
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a Yoioe sounding in their ears that thej do not live for themselves 
alone, that thej are tied and bound bj the chain of domestic 
obligations, and that their daily example is going forth from this 
centre, to be diffused on all sides around them, widening and 
lengthening till far beyond their sight, — ^lost in the vast labyrinth 
of human action, and never to be seen again, with all its results, 
till it returns loaded with them in the great day of account. 
I^ then, we look to the importance of its effects, we can find no 
reason why this particular branch of Christian worship should be 
considered of less indispensable obligation than the others we 
have named. It is the middle step between them, bringing man 
out of himself and his own individual wants and anxieties, into 
the more extended circle of domestic obligations, and thus pre- 
paring him to extend still wider the range of his spiritual 
affections, and to go into the public congregation loving the 
brotherhood, and with a heart yearning for their spiritual 
welfiure. 

One reason of this inconsistency is to be found in the fact, 
that this is precisely that branch of devotion which militates most 
agavMt worldly inclinations and convenience. Private prayer 
may be hurried over in a brief form of words, with cold hearts 
and wandering thoughts. One day in seven, with its stated 
hours of public devotion, may be kept with all decent regularity. 
But iMs every-day interruption to the employments and occupations 
of a family is a task, which it requires something more than a 
regard for Tnere conventional decency in religious matters to 
undertake. In the large families of the affluent, for instance, 
there vrill be a difficulty in assembling the family in the morn- 
ing ; or, in the evening, the calls of society will interfere. Is it 
strange that they to whom the ministry of God's word is en- 
trusted should be so loud in their denunciations, so frequent in 
their warnings, against the evil influence and solicitations of the 
world, when we here see it blinding man's eyes, — ^yea, a profess- 
ing (christians eyes, — to one of the most sacred duties of Christ- 
ian obligation ; standing boldly and directly, as it were, in open 
defiance, between him and his duty ? 
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If this be a duty in a quiet and retired family, whose usual 
routine of occupation and pursuit is in no degree interrupted by 
the solemn office, it is still a duty in others, — though the world 
may have excluded it, by making it an interruption inconsistent 
with the mode of life, and in discord with the usual tone of 
domestic occupations. Where it cannot be consistently practised, 
there necessarily must be a tacit postponement of the calls of duty 
to those of the world. To say such a system is inconsistent with 
the arrangements of the household, and impracticable, is simply 
to confess that there are other things which are considered of more 
immediate necessity and importance, and other calls more urgent 
than those of Christian obligation. And no regularity of attend- 
ance upon the public ordinances of the Church can extricate him, 
who says so, from this inevitable inference. Simple minds, un- 
skilled in argument or deduction, can still see far enough to draw 
it for themselves, the moment their attention is drawn to it. 

This is a consideration, too, which should beget great careful- 
ness even in them who are anxious to keep a regular system of 
family prayer. Let them he always careful thai they do not allow 
any little impediments, which the world and society may creaU, to 
cause a temporary or partial suspension of the duty. The plain 
question will readily suggest itself '' If this be a duty to God, 
why is the world thus allowed to interrupt and suspend it, if the 
world is not put before God ? " Thus, unconsciously, we may stand 
convicted, by our indolence and thoughtlessness, in the minds of 
others, of a halting and divided service. While in every family 
where, according to the alleged inconvenience of the one or the 
other, either morning or evening prayers are used regularly and 
the other omitted, it must necessarily lie under the peril of this 
imputation. 

But among many of the consolatory evidences (consolatory only 
we may call them, for they are mingled with much to grieve, much 
to discourage, and much to make us tremble,) of a reviving 
earnestness in religion, which the present aspect of society appears 
to furnish, the increasing prevalence of a habit of family wor- 
ship is not the least. This, surely, may be generally taken as a 
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token of inoreasing sinceritj of profession. For it is not only 
the world, its pleasures, or its business — not merely the disinclin- 
ation to admit a daily interruption to domestic occupations — or 
the MartharUke spirit that makes family arrangements and 
worldly cares the first object of the day — with which a habit of 
fiunily worship has to contend ; there is a feeling abroad (less 
powerful indeed than it was, but still existing,) which it is diffi- 
cult to describe, — a kind of unwillingness to admit others into 
any degree of religious confidence, to make acknowledgment be- 
fore them of God's special Providence, — and a fear of bringing 
Him too near to daily life. Anything that does this appears in 
the light of a pretension to superior religious earnestness. Hence 
it is that the head of a fiunily, wanting the moral courage to 
overcome such a feeling, will shrink £rom what he, all the tim^ 
knouu and /eda to be a duty. Eeligion has been a subject so 
long kept close in the recesses of his own heart, and only alluded 
to and acknowledged in the general language of the public ser- 
vices of the Church, that he feels an awkwardness in bringing it 
before his family, and in confessing before them, that the God 
Whose hand keepeth the heaven above and the earth beneath, and 
all the vast universe around us, is the God under Whose special 
Providence they live as a family ; the God to Whom they must 
look for every family blessing they desire, and thank for every 
fiunily blessing they receive. Owing, perhaps to the irreverence 
and fiuniliarity with which the Puritans treated it, and, after 
them, to the infidelity and profligacy of later times, religion has 
long been considered a subject restricted either to purely private or 
ptibUc occasions. And though we cannot but feel shocked at 
hearing a subject of such deep and solemn import brought for- 
ward, it may be with thoughtless flippancy, into common and 
fiuniliar conversation, we must regret the existence of those 
feelings of reserve upon it, which tvotdd banish it altogether. 

It is, indeed, difficult to imagine why there should be any 
reserve in expressing before our families our sense of God's special 
Providence ; and, living by His hand both in our spiritual and 
temporal life, disinclination to confess that we do so. Has He

spared us from those accidents and afflictions we daily see over- 
taking others around us, and shall we be ashamed to confess our 
sense of the merciful Providence that has done so ? Have we 
been dangerously ill, and restored to health, and shall we shrink 
from confessing Whose hand brought us down to the edge of the 
grave and brought us up again ? Have we been separated for a 
time from our families, and has €k>d brought us together in 
health and safety ? and because this is a common every-day oc- 
currence, shall we hesitate to acknowledge in it Gbd*s protecting 
arm ? Family prayers and thanksgivings ought, if not mere 
forms, to enter constantly into all this detail, whenever circum- 
stances give occasion j they ought to embrace all the incidents of 
domestic life ; and mingle the fear and love of God with all its 
occurrences. The old expression of " God willing," on the decla- 
ration of an intended purpose, might probably have become, in 
the mouths of many, a mere phrase, without any serious meaning 
attached ; but it is expressive of a feeling which ought to accom- 
pany every purpose of our lives, and which we ought to take 
every proper occasion to acknowledge. 

In every-day occurrences, the fact that they are daily happen- 
ing to ourselves and others does not make them really trivial ; 
nor will their purely domestic nature give them that character. 
It is an usual thing for a £imily to meet in the morning after the 
separation and helplessness of the night ; but surely it is not a 
trivial circumstance. The loss of one would not have been es- 
teemed a light thing; therefore the preservation of all cannot be 
so. And thus, again, we ought to lay hold of any occasion, how- 
ever apparently trivial, not happening in the daily routine of 
domestic life, to shew that we connect it with our Christian 
responsibility. 

For instance, it might at first sight appear trivial to notice the 
birth-day of a child in our family worship ; but if we notice that 
circumstance at all, if we keep the day in any way, or make it a 
subject of family gratulation, ought we not to acknowledge before 
our children and our servants the presence of those solemn anxie- 
ties, and that sense of parental responsibility, the occasion has 
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awakened f Ought we not to thank God before them, Who has 
spared the child to us, and confess before them, that it is to God 
alone we are looking, to enable us to bring it up in His nurture 
and admonition ? 

Yet| although fionilj prayer is not generally so particular in 
its details^ it has a feeling to contend with, on this very ground 
of its particular and domestic application. And men shrink from 
it, as appearing to make pretensions to a deeper and closer sense 
of (Jod's special Providences, than the world in general seem to 
experience, or at least acknowledge. 

But what a feeling is that to stand in the way of a man's 
responsibility to God ! 

Let the head of a large and affluent family survey for a 
moment his relative position with regard to his domestics. 
What an influence has God given him, to be exercised for good 
or for evil 1 what a power to promote or to hinder Christian 
progress ! He has gathered to himself a household, for his own 
luxury and convenience, from a grade of life beneath him, who, 
coming under a sense of inferiority, will, on that account, bo 
more under the influence of his example. He has brought them 
under his roof, there to spend part of that precious period, 
which is assigned to each to make his calling and election sure. 
Let him see that while he claims part of that time spent under 
his roof for himself, he does not, by his example, rob God of that 
due to Him. Neither let him say, his engagement with his 
servant is, to make a certain return for certain services, the 
contract being altogether of a temporal character. In his social 
capacity this may be sufficient, but not in his Christian. As 
such, he is a steward, to whom goods are entrusted to bo 
employed in his Master's service. Every servant admitted into 
his household is a trust, adding to his responsibilities. He is 
not his own, but bought with a price, and is bound to serve God, 
and to strive to increase His glory and the kingdom of His Son, 
in everything that God hath given him. 

In all our national schools the children are carefully taught 
to begin and end their daily attendance with prayer. Many of 
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these children are about to enter the families of their richer 
neighbours in the capacity of servants. And what will be 
the effect on them, when they find, on their entrance into 
life, that their superiors in knowledge, education, and rank, 
attach no importance to what they have been taught so care- 
fully? 

But we must trust to the effect of a deepening and spreading 
sense of religion, to open men's eyes to the real nature of these 
responsibilities. Until their faculties of vision are thus improved, 
they will see only those larger and broader ties, with which they 
are united to each other in the great body of the Christian com- 
munity ; but as their sight becomes quicker, and the light shines 
more clearly upon them, they will, under its increasing bright- 
ness, begin to trace more distinctly the intricate and complicated 
mazes of mutual responsibility, by which the whole body is united 
and joined together. At first it is but as a vessel seen in the 
distance, with her stronger rigging ; but, as she nears, we begin 
to trace the nice and beautiful arrangement of that maze of ropes, 
with which masts, and sails, and spars, are secured against the 
power of the blast that would break them asunder. — Essay on the 
Subject,

Family prayer is a duty in itself so important ; in its conse- 
quences so blessed ; in its nature so consonant with every better 
feeling of the soul, every kindlier affection of the heart ; that 
omission of it often arises rather from want of due consideration, 
than from deliberate disregard. Indeed, on this point the very 
heathens of old might instruct us. They had not only their 
splendid temples wherein the assembled multitudes might meet 
to worship, but they had also their household altars, before which, 
blindly indeed, but to themselves beneficially, they and their 
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fiunilieB dailj bowed the knee, and were led hj habitual lerenDoe 
for the obfeet of their worship to do his wiU* 

With respect to oonelTes as ChriBtians, the habit is so impor- 
tuit^ that upcMi a foMilment or neglect of it as a dnt j, wherebj 
the seed whidi the word of God pbmts in the soul is kept alire 
and nourished, hangs in no small degree a right performance of 
our other duties, both religions and social, public and private. 

Obeerre its bearings upon a proper performance of the dutj of 
public worship. We know that the Holj Scriptures gire express 
directions as to the frame of mind, with which we should join 
the congregation in their sdemn serrices ; that we '' gire not the 
sacrifice of fools," but come before the Lord with (he preparcUum of 
^ a dean heart and a right mind." t These, and such like direc- 
tions, applj to us, not onlj because we must all repose on Jesus 
Christ, as the only Being through Whom we can hope that anj, 
the humblest sorice on our part, can be rendered acceptable ; the 
onlj Being bj Whom the heart of the worshipper can be cleansed, 
meet to receive the mercj of the Most High : but thej indicate 
yery dearij, that we must avail ourselves, diligently and watch- 
fully, of every occasion which may present itself to prepare our- 
selves for a holy worship, with a due reverence towards Him 
Whose presence we approach in public prayer. 

And what occasion so fitting for this preparation, as that 
afforded by the duty of family prayer t By daily acknowledging 
in our fiunily the entire dependence of each individual upon Al- 
mighty God— -daily confessing our many sins and infirmities — 
daily looking to the Saviour^s Cross, as the only hope of pardon, 
reconciliation, and peace-— daily imploring grace from on high to 
cleanse our souls, and purify our affections, and help our infir- 
mities^-daily raising our affections to things above, and contem-

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plating that state of heavenly rest, and joy, and glory, which is 
our inheritance through Christ — by this daily service with our 
families, we foster a spirit of devotion towards God, and good-will 
towards men, which render us, as fjEW as a fallen and always an 
imperfect nature can be rendered, meet to offer in the congrega- 
tion the sacrifice of the wise.* Where daily devotion is thus 
habitual in a family, it is not too much to hope, that when they 
enter the house of God — ^master and servant, friends and neigh- 
bours, parent and child, wife and husband — they all, in their 
several relations to God and to each other, come before Him 
through their gracious Intercessor with the requisite preparatum. 



• Wo all probably, more or less, lament the frequent wanderings of thought, 
which wo are conscious of during congregational worship. We are conscious 
also that these wanderings of thought yary in their character according to the 
frame of mind in which we attend the house of Ood. 

Sometimes an overpowering calamity has occurred which has smik our soul in 
sadness so deep, that not even the cheering voice of the Gospel of peace can raise 
it. The ear may hear indeed the good tidings ; the voice may give utterance to 
its prayer ; we may bend the knee, and bow the head ; yet the heart too often 
finds itself wandering to the scene of sorrow it has left behind. At another time, 
the mind is perhaps disturbed by a different cause. Prosperity has shone upon us. 
Joy has gladdened us. Our elastic spirits cannot calmly repose on the solemn 
services before us. We are borne, involuntarily indeed, but too powerfully, to 
the scenes of gladness and delight from which the service of our God has 
called us. 

In either of these cases, the soul is withdrawn frt)m that entire devotion, which 
alone can be graciously accepted before the throne of God ; nor is there any 
remedy for this evil except that constant watchfiilness of heart, to which a habii 
of prayer trains us ; and which, by keeping our view steady to the relative value 
of the two worlds for which we are created, prevents the soul horn being subdued 
by the sorrows of this world, or its allurements ; and directs us to the joys and 
sorrows of the next As he who too intently fixes his eye either on the midday 
sun, or the dark midnight, finds that, go where he will, his eye still retains the 
impressions severally made by the opposite extremes of splendour and gloom : 
darkness not removing horn his eye the dazzling image of the one : noonday not 
dissipating the strange dimness of the other — so whenever the mind dwells too 
intently upon the sorrows and joys of the world, it cannot divest itself of their 
influence, even where their entrance is unhallowed. Its sorrows still present 
their gloom ; its joys their dazzling. 

A complete mastery indeed over these infirmities is perhaps impossible for any 
man. Much, however, may be done to restrain them. Our blessed Saviour has 
given us, in ons toord, the surest remedy — ** fFafcA." Mark xiii. 37. 
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In the fiunilj itself die blessed effects of this duty are hourlj 
felt and eTidenoed bj ilL His tbeie occoired mutiud offence t 
Theie has been mutual forgiveness : the sun has not gone down 
upon their wrath. Mutual forbearance graduallj becomes a habU 
in such a fiunflj. Fathers learn, whilst thej exerdse, as thej are 
bound to da, all firmness in correcting what is wrong, to heed 
the apostolick precept, ''not to proroke their children to wrath,'** 
but to aroid unnecessary sereritj ; seeing that thej have them- 
selves a Father Who is in heaven. Children too, from an habitual 
sense of living under the eje of an ever-present Grod, are led not 
onlj to love but to hcnaur their parents ; lest bj disobedience 
thej offend God. Nature impels them to love the beings to whom 
thej owe nurture and support ; ^race sanctifies this love — ^no 
longer allows it to be influenced bj the caprice or the will, but 
fixes it so firmly in the understanding and the conscience, that it 
is exalted firom a feeling to a principle. Husband and wife are 
reminded of the high and heavenlj motive which the Divine 
word holds out for a due r^ulation of temper; for mutual for- 
bearance, and unfiiiling mutual love; ''being heirs together of 
the grace of life ; that their prajers be not hindered." t With 

* Ephes. yi. 4. 

+ 1 Peter iiL 7.—" Likewiae ye husbands, dwell with your wives according 
to knowledge, giving honour unto the wife as unto the weaker vessel, and as 
being heirs together of the grace of life ; thai your prayers be not kinderedJ" 

There is something peculiarly touching in this tender appeal to a£fection, as 
a motive for the mutual exercise of Christian Graces, in the regulation of their 
tempers and dispositions towards each other. Many an impetuous spirit, whom 
no consideration of self could move to restrain anger and curb temper, bends the 
proud heart to forgiveness, and gentleness, and love, rather than risk failure of 
blessing to those for whose welfisu^, in time and in eternity, the soul has been 
bowed in prayer. So mercifully has He, Who was touched with a feeling of our 
infirmities, provided a remedy for them, in the Scripture by which His Spirit 
would thus enforce their correction ! 

We can all doubtless feel, that when parents, in the course of &mily worship, 
not only pray for themselves soul and body, but implore the Divine Goodness on 
behalf of their children, absent or present, it is impossible but that the supplica- 
tion must be sincere. It is equally impossible that sincerity should wilfully 
place any hindrance between their prayer and its accomplishment Therefore, 
though to subdue a feeling of anger, or contempt, or pride, be hard ; be like 
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respect to the dependents in such a fionilj, what a new and deep 
interest does the master take in their welfare, when he joins with 

^ cutting off a right hand, or plucking out a right eye,*^ painful even to agony ; 
yet what parents would not make such a sacrifice for the preservation of their 
child ! If this thought operates with salutary influence upon the mind amid the 
conunon events of life, with what added force does it act, when any special danger 
threatens — any darker sorrow saddens — when sickness perhaps, or absence, does 
but the more endear to each other, hearts whom kindred love thus binds I When, 
for instance, &ther and mother hang over the sick bed of their child — when their 
hearts swell nigh to bursting with the secret exclamation, ** Would to God I 
could die for thee, my child !** — if they hope then that their prayers be not hindered, 
let them exercise mutual forgiveness of each other*s fiulings, and exhibit that 
meek and quiet spirit, which is declared to be, in God^s sight, of great price. 

The same reasoning is applicable, whatever be the immediate object of their 
prayers. And whenever the appeal in question finds ready response and fiuth in 
Him Who makes it operative, its firuits will be peace and joy. From hearts so 
regulated Prayer flows fireely, heartily ; there is no weight of a burthened con- 
science to check its flow — the sin of a divided house * is removed ; and hope 
brightens the soul with the prospect of prayer accepted for the Saviour*s sake. 

As we pursue these reflections, and find Almighty God turning to our happi- 
ness, even here, those very imperfections and infirmities which too often mar the 
comfort of domestic life, and for the correction of which He therefore condescends 
to give counsel ; shall His creatures be themselves the hindrance to their prayers ? 
themselves the obstacle to their blessings ? God forbid ! rather let each seek his 
own happiness by furthering the happiness of the other. 

Thus, is the husband employed in the turmoil of active life, and consequently 
exposed to its perplexities ? his temper assailed by injustice, or oppression, or 
firaud, and often rendered unquiet at home by the scenes which have disturbed 
him abroad ? let a gentle forbearance and deference, as directed by Almighty 
Wisdom, be rendered unto him by the wife. Nor will the Christian wife be 
backward thus to exercise that influence, which, when blessed of Heaven, tends to 
calm disquiet, soothe sorrow, and triumph over the world. The beneficial effects 
of such influence are intelligible upon the common principles of our nature. 
Next to the approbation of his own heart, the husband prizes that of one who 
has become his sec6nd self ; and of which he cannot feel deprived without pain 
and disquiet. 

So, the weakness and tenderness of frame, which render the wife unequal to 
the more arduous bustle of life, are adduced by God as the very reason why the 
husband should honour her. Her very weakness is thus to be her strength. In- 
deed it is one of the many beautiful instances of a Divine Wisdom ordering the 
constitution of our minds, that in proportion as any object of our affection requires 



* Matt. xii. 25. — " And Jesus knew their thoughts, and said unto them, Every 
kingdom divided against itself is brought to desolation ; and every city or house 
divided against itself shall not standj" 
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them in oommon supplications, and yiews them as heings in 
whose eternal welfikre he is concerned 1 He prays with them. 
He prays /it th^oo. He hopes that the services in which he joins 
with ihem here will he continued hereafter, where rich and poor 
shall meet together hefbre that Lord, Who is the Maker of them 
alL* How easy to the master of such a household must come 
the DiTine and gracious command — " Forbear threatening, know- 
ing that four Master also is in heayen I^t 

Serrants also are thus reminded daily of their appropriate 
duties, by powerful considerations, well fitted to their capacities, 
and calculated to sink deeply into their hearts ; rendering their 
serrioe, in all cases, at once easy and happy : for they are en- 
couraged to a conscientious obedience to an earthly master by 
the cheering reflection, that if they do all things as unto God, 
their heavenly Master, they will of Him be finally recompensed. 
Hence a truly religious servant enjoys a contented spirit ; shews 
a cheerful obedience ; is '' subject to his master with all fear." 
Nay, even when a master may be harsh, the Christian servant 
'^ answereth not again ;" because the (jK>spel teaches him to obey 
^* not only the good and gentle, but also the forward." X And 
the grace of self-control, whether in master or servant, passeth 
not unheeded by Him, Whose eye seeth the heart ; and in Whose 
hook unrighteousness and righteousness are alike recorded. § 

Is it too much to hope, that tbe Divine blessing will shadow 
such a household, and that the grace for which they pray will be 
vouchsafed to them severally, for the fulfilment of their duties to 
Gk)d, their neighbour, and themselves ? A family thus united in 

especial care and attention, we are so far from wearying in our work and labour 
of loTe, that we are more and more cheerful in it. How else would the wife and 
mother, often of weak and tender bodily frame, tend with a patience unwearied 
the sick bed of husband and flhildren ! Where lore is, labour is delight — and 
where most of care and afiection are needed, there the Christian rejoices to bestow 
it in its fullest measure.

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prayer — husband, and wife, and children, and master, and ser- 
vants, and "the stranger within their gates," all joining in 
common supplication at the Divine mercy-seat — how can they 
forbear having a lively feeling for the eternal interests of them- 
selves and each other, and a deep sense of the duties which they 
owe to one another? Hence, masters learn to be gentle — ser- 
vants, respectful— children, dutiful — parents, kind (but firm) 
towards their children. Husband and wife are of one heart and 
one mind. Friends and neighbours vie in mutual good offices. 
Happy they who, placed by God's providence as heads of their 
families, adopt the feeling of the pious Joshua, and, emulating 
his noble decision, take up his worthy resolve — "As for me and 
my house, we will serve the Lord." 

Thus we find that an uniform fulfilment of this duty not only 
forms an admirable preparation for public worship in the congre- 
gation — each individual of such a household bringing to the 
public services a mind disciplined and practised in the Christian 
graces of repentance and faith and hope before Qod — but it lays 
the foundation of peace and good-will towards men. Hard indeed 
must that heart be, which after the affecting service of family 
prayer can, in its intercourse with society, injure another, in 
thought, word, or deed.* Such a service, offered with an honest 
and true heart, mtist foster in us that charity, which doeth unto 
others as we would they should do unto us — bearing all things ; 
believing all things ; enduring all things; and loving all men, 

* It has sometimes been urged upon me, when recommending ^Eimily prayer, 
that many who adopt it shew not in their life the corresponding fruits of the 
Spirit — " love, joy, peace." Their temper in the home circle is still uncurbed ; 
and in society they yield to pride, or anger, or ill-will, when occasion may 
kindle those feelings, as quickly as the more worldly among their neighbours. 

Now suppose this to be sometimes the case. %It is no marvel, that hypocrisy 
should exist now as it has done aforetime, in every age of the church ; and that, 
amongst the vast variety of human character in a fallen world, there should be 
some who mock their Christian duties, and abuse their Christian privileges. 
There may be those, who thus mask their real character ; who pray for blessings 
on their fellow-creatures one hour, and the next slander their fame, and wound 
their peace, and unscrupulously by word and deed injure them. Thus to act is, 
indeed, a dreadful sin. But we may fairly leave those hypocrites to the misery of 
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because our Saviour loved them and died for them. Envy can 
have no root in a heart so exercised ; there, hatred must surely 
die ; and the love of God being sown in the heart, love of our 
neighbour so groweth up together with it, that ''our conversation 
is in heaven."* Peace is in our dwellings, and amongst us. 
There is " no rendering evil for evil, or railing for railing : but 
contrariwise, blessing ; knowing that we are thereunto called, that 
we should inherit a blessing." t — Christian Watchfulnest,

When St. Paul tells us to " pray without ceasing," or St. Peter 
exhorts us to "watch unto prayer," we are not to understand 
either of these Apostles as urging upon us so exclusive and ab* 
sorbing an intercourse with God, as to prevent a due observance 
of the duties incumbent upon us in our intercourse with men : 
their object is to enforce upon us the habit of spiritual discipline. 
As a soldier prepares himself for action in times of danger, by 
regularity of exercise and discipline even in seasons of safety and 
repose; so the Christian is taught to prepare for the practical 
exercise of his various graces in seasons of unlooked-for severity 
of trial, by the habitual exercise of them in those hours of life, 
which peace and quiet may have blessed to him. 

In this view of the subject, I would earnestly call your atten- 
tion to the duty and advantage of daily family devotion. When 
your household, like Joshua and his house, " serve the Lord," — by 
daily reading together His holy word, and daily offering up with 



their own conaciences ; the secret upbraiding of their own envious hearts ; and 
to that heart- searching God, Who declares, that '* for every idle word which 
men speak, they shall give account in the day of judgment.*' Verily, they have 
their reward ; though the end be not yet. The duty of family prayer is not less 
binding, because some perform it in an evil heart ; nor are its blessings in them- 
selves less sure to the sincere and faithful worshipper, though some may choose to 
forfeit them. 

• Phil. iii. 20. t 1 Peter iii. 9. 
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one accord their prayers for His Holy Spirit, — they will be trained 
to guide their steps as under His all-seeing eye, and bear the 
severest risitations of His Providence with fortitude and resigna- 
tion. When occasions may call them to act upon the principles, 
in the profession of which they live, they will prove a holy feith 
by a holy practice. They will bring into action — affections well 
trained by daily intercourse with God ; spirits well disciplined by 
the daily study of the word of God ; and views of the nature 
and character of this transitory life, already well r^ulated by 
the Spirit of God, for Whose aid they daily pray. Thus, if they 
be called to suffering, however unjust, they meet their trial 
firmly : '* It is the Lord ! Let Him do what seemeth Him good." 
Envy, hatred, and malice ; the tongue of pride, and the voice of 
the slanderer, may come against them : but every trial is recon- 
ciled by the thought, that G^, Whom they serve, ruleth as 
" Head over alL" Come the arrow of affliction from what quiver 
it may ; it reacheth not its mark without the permission of Him, 
Who wounds only that we may seek His healing, — and permits 
His faithful servants to endure severity of trial, to prove their 
soldiership, and reward their fidelity. — Comment upon the Collects,

our children, to share all that is likely to lead them on to a 
heavenly mind. In so doing, it will be of great advantage to let 
them see, that — while our intercourse with the world, our daily 
meals, our plans^ and undertakings, are all changing with the 
duties and circumstances of the day — our hours and places of 
prayer are fixed, and do not give way to other engagements. —

into the tabernacle of my house, nor go up into my bed ; I will

Masters of Families ! 

You have often heard, and perhaps always admired, the resolu- 
tion of Joshua. He had gathered all Israel together in Shechem, 
and thus he addressed them — " If it seem evil unto you to serve 
the Lord, choose you this day whom ye will serve ; whether the 
gods which your fathers served that were on the other side of the 
flood, or the gods of the Amorites, in whose land ye dwell : but 
as for me and my house, we will serve the Lord." * 

This dbtebmination derives a gonsiderablb forge from the 
PERSON WHO FORMS IT. It was Joshua. But who was Joshua ? 
A soldier, a hero, a commander-in-chief of the armies of the 
living God, the governor of Israel, the principal man in the 
state. He it was who in the presence of an assembled country 
was not ashamed to say, '' As for me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord." 

And does religion degrade talents, tarnish dignity, disparage 
greatness ? It ennobles titles, and adds lustre to a crown. Are 
they only the vulgar, the foolish, the dastardly, who profess to 
acknowledge God ? God has been served by persons of all ranks, 
and of all distinctions. In every age of the world some of the 
wise, the mighty, the noble, have been called. And no where 
does religion shine to more advantage than in circumstances of 
elevation. Nothing is more pleasing than to see a combination

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of greatness and goodness in the same character. And nothing 
can be more usefuL The higher classes have more opportunities 
and capacities for doing good than others. Thej are like ^ a city 
set upon a hill;" they "cannot be hid." They are widely 
yisible. Their influence is extensive and powerful Their ex- 
ample regulates not only manners, but morab : for it would be 
easy to prove that morals, equally with fiishions, work down- 
wards from superiors to inferiors. If the great distinguish them- 
selves by the profession of truth, the worship of €h>d, the practice 
of virtue, they will be sure to draw others after them. Whereas, 
if they are infidel, irreligious, vicious^ they are infected fountains, 
poisoning the multitudes that drink of the streams, and spreading 
mischief all around. 

Observe abo thb iNDEPBin>ENCB with which thb dbtesmiha- 
TiON IS EXPRESSED. Joshua was by no means indifferent to the 
welfare of others. He wished all who heard him to choose the 
God he had chosen, and serve the €h>d he served. But he could 
not allow himself to be influenced by them. If they will not 
follow him, he resolves to go alone. " ye seed of Abraham ! if 
you forsake Him — which God forbid — not /. If you will not 
cleave to Him, / must. If there was no individual in the nation, 
in the world, to accompany me, I would say as I now do — ' As 
for me and my lunue, we will serve the Lord^ " 

The case which Joshua here supposes is neither an impossible, 
nor an unusual one. In a thoiuand instances you will find your- 
selves ALONE, if you are resolved to obey the dictates of truth, and 
the caUs of duty. If " the whole world lieth in wickedness," and 
you would be " holy in all manner of conversation and GK)dli- 
ness," you must be singular. K you live among fools, and are 
wise, you must be singular. If you live among the poor, and are 
rich, you must be singular. And it is presumed that you would 
have no great objection to be distinguished by wisdom, or wealth. 
And why should you be so terrified at the charge of singularity, 
in a cause infinitely more honourable ? Nothing is so excellent 
as goodness, and no goodness is so praisetvorthy as that which is 
siKGULAB. This shows a purity of motive, and a dignity of prin- 

d 
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ciple. This argues a grandeur of mind^ a soul not meanly en- 
slaved hy custom^ but asserting its own freedom, and daring to 
think and a/at for iUelf. Such a man does not wait for the com- 
pany and countenance of others to embolden him — he can venture 
by himself; and despise the shame-^when, as he advances, 
abandoned crowds pursue him with their sneers and reproaches. 
Such was Abdiel : — 

'' Faithful found 
Among the faithless, faithful only he ; 
Among innumerable false, unmoved, 
Unshaken, unseduced, unterrified. 
His loyalty he kept, his love, his zeal ; 
Nor number, nor example, with him wrought 
To swerve from truth, or change his constant mind. 
Though single. From amidst them forth he pass'd 
Long way through hostile scorn, which he sustain'd 
Superior, nor of violence fear'd aught."* 

On such a man the Saviour fixes His eye, and cries, " Them 
that honour Me, I will honour. He that confesseth Me before 
men, him will I confess before My Father and the holy angels. 
Be thou faithful unto death, and I will give thee a crown of life.'* 

It may be remarked that thb besolution is pebsonal. Indeed 
he begins with himself: " As for me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord." 

Nothing can dispense with the obligation to personal piety. 
Nothing merely official, or relative ; nothing we do for others, 
while we are destitute of the grace of God in our own souls, can 
secure us. '' Many will say to Me in that day, Lord, Lord, have 
we not prophesied in Thy Name ? and in Thy Name have cast 
out devils % and in Thy Name done many wonderful works % " 
Though indeed those who are regardless of their own souls are 
not likely to be very attentive to the souls of others. Mere pro- 
fession and a regard to decency may carry you some way ; but 
there is nothing like a personal experience of divine things to 
inflame zeal. Unless you serve God yourselves, your efforts will

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be transient, partial, irregular. They are also likely to be un- 
succesgfuL A drunken master is a poor preacher of sobriety to 
seryanta. A proud Either is a miserable reoommender of humility 
to children. They will do as you do, rather than do as you say. 
Your example will counteract all the effect of your counsel ; and 
all the conyictions you would fix in the mind wiU Ml like arrows 
from an impenetrable shield. ''Thou therefore which teachest 
another, teachest thou not thyself f Thou that preachest a man 
should not steal, dost thou steal I Thou that sayest a man should 
not commit adultery, dost thou commit adultery! Thou that 
abhorrest idols, dost thou commit sacril^;e 9 " 

You should therefore b^in '^ both to do and to teach.** You 
should be able, in a humble measure at least, to say to those who 
are under your care, " Be ye followers of me, eyen as I abo am of 
Christ." Personal religion must precede domestic — therefore 
Joshua does not say. My house shall serve Him without me. But 
domestic religion must accompany personal — and therefore Joshua 
does not say, / will serve Him udthout my house : he includes 
both— 

And thus, finally, the determination is sblatiyb and bxtbnsitb : 
'' As for me and my house, Vfe will serve the Lord." 

But the question is — How could he say this ? Could he be 
answerable for his fwdly as weU as for himself? We may con- 
sider this two ways, as expressing either his happiness or his 
duty. 

If he could say this from a knowledge of his family ; if, after 
observation, he was assured of the good and pious dispositions of 
all those who were under his care ; we should envy his happiness. 
This has sometimes been the case. But the privil^e is not 
common. 

The words, therefore, are rather to be considered as an expres- 
sion of his duty. Not that he supposed it was in the power of 
his resolution to make the members of hb household truly pious. 
He knew that God alone is the author of conversion : but he 
knew abo that God uses means, and requires us to use them; that 
it b only in the use of them He has promised Hb blessing j and 
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therefore that it is only in the use of them we can expect it. 
Were jou to hear a pious husbandman saying, " This year I will 
hare wheat in this field, and in yonder I will have barley," you 
would not mistake him. He does not mean to intimate that he 
can produce the grain ; but he can manure, and plough, and sow, 
and weed, — he intends to do this — and then to look for the 
Divine blessing to give the increase. 

Thus Joshua resolves to endeavour, in the wise and zealous use 
of all proper means, to render the £unily he governs truly re- 
ligious. He would instruct, reprove, admonish, encourage them. 
He would address every principle of action. He would rouse 
every passion in their bosoms. He would seize every fiivourable 
opportunity, improve every striking occurrence, to impress the 
mind with seriousness. He would cherish every promising 
appearance. He would lead them to the house of God, and keep 
them firom profaning Hb holy day. He would pray not only /or 
them, but also vnth them. He would worship €h>d not only in 
the closet but in the parlour, and with his children and servants 
in the train* 

And this, ye Masters of Families ! this is that which I wish 
to enforce upon you all. that I could find out acceptable 
words, as well as words of truth ! that I knew by what argu- 
ments I could induce you to establish the worship of €h>d in your 
own houses ! 

To render our reasoning on this subject easy of apprehension 
and remembrance, let me call upon you to consider domestic 
religion in reference to Gk)d — in reference to yourselves — and in 
reference to your families. 

I. Think of it nr beference to (Jon. — ^To Him family religion 
has a threefold relation. The first is a relation of besponsibiutt. 
For we are required to glorify God in every condition we occupy, 
and in every capacity we possess. For instance : If a person be 
poor, he is commanded to serve God as a poor person. But 
suppose he should become rich. He would then be required to 
serve Him as rich ; and from the time of his acquiring this 
wealth he would be tried by the rule of wealth. If a man be 
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single, he is commanded to serve €h>d as single ; but no sooner is 
he placed over a fiunilj, than he is required to serve €h>d as the 
master of a Bumlj : and from the moment of his obtaining this 
new connexion he will be judged by the duties which belong to 
it €h>d has committed to him a trust, and He expects him to 
be fidthful to this trust. He has given him a talent, and He 
expects him to use this talent. In a word. He has made him a 
steward, and He wiU call him to give an account of his steward- 
ship. When, so to speak, the man has been tried, then comes 
forth to be judged the nuuter of the family f Bring forth the 
law of the house — Have jou walked by this rule ? What have 
you done for Me here f Nothing ! Did I not assign jou the 
government of a fsonilj ; and, to qualify you for this very pur- 
pose, did I not give you a peculiar authority and influence! 
How have you employed them I — ^Anticipate the proceedings of 
this awful day, and ^ Judge yourselves, that you may not be 
oondenmed with the world." 

The second b a relation of GBATrruDB. How numerous and 
pressing are your obligations to His kindness and His care ! He 
has crowned your wishes, and supplied all your wants. When 
you were a poor, solitary, insignificant individual, He raised you 
into consequence, and multiplied you into a family. Behold 
" thy wife like a fruitful vine by the sides of thy house ; and 
thy children like olive plants round about thy table." Whose 
'< secret has been upon thy tabernacle ? " Whose providence has 
^blessed the labour of thy hands 9" Whose vigilance has 
suflered '^ no evil to beMl thee, nor any plague to come nigh thy 
dwelling 1 " And will you basely refuse Him the glory which is 
due unto His holy Name ! Will you refuse to honour Him in a 
£imily in which He has scattered so many blessings ? Shall thy 
house, which should be the temple of His praise, be only the 
grave of His mercies 9 

The third is a relation of dependence. For can you dispense 
with God in your dwellings ? Are not all your schemes, your 
exertions, and the assbtanoes you secure, '* less than nothing, and 
vanity," without His aid and His blessing ? " Except the Lord 
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build the house^ they labour in vain that build it. Except the 
Lord keep the city, the watchman waketh but in vain." '' It is 
yain for you to rise up early, to sit up late, to eat the bread of 
sorrows : for so He giveth His beloved sleep." The wisest course, 
therefore, is to secure His favour. Who has all events under His 
control, and '* is able to do for us exceeding abundantly above all 
we ask or think/' And is this to be secured by irreligion ? 

Observe His promises and His threatenings. Or rather, let us 
observe one of them — '* The curse of the Lord is in the house of 
the wicked : but He blesseth the habitation of the just." What 
a dreadful look has this Scripture towards a wicked family ! 
What a benign aspect towards a righteous one I What a tre- 
mendous thing is the '' curse of God ! " And this does not 
hover over the building, does not look in at the window, does not 
stand at the door— but is ''in the house," spreading through 
every apartment, and feeding like a worm upon all the posses- 
sions. Tou may see the appearance of pleasure, and, as you 
draw nigh, you may " hear music and dancing " — ^but " there is 
no peace, saith my God, unto the wicked." Magnificence may 
reign there ; there may be rich furniture, and a table spread with 
dainties — but what are all these when the Divine anger has said, 
^ Let their table be made a snare, a trap, and a stumbling-block, 
and a recompense unto them 9 " And if this be the case with 
their good things — what will they do in the evil day ? What 
can be expected under their disappointments and afflictions — ^but 
impatience, and rage, and despair f 

But He '' blesseth the habitation of the just : " and His bless- 
ing, with bread and water, is a good portion. Jf they have but 
little, it is sanctified. Their enjoyments are relished. Their 
trials are alleviated. Religion opens a refuge, when every other 
refuge fstils ; and applies a remedy to evils otherwise remediless. 
They have a God in trouble. His grace is still the same. His 
providence b making all things work together for their good. 
Their walls are continually before Him. The voice of rejoicing 
and of salvation is in the tabernacles of the righteous ! This 
brings }^8, 
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II. To consider family religion in befebbnoe to youbselves. 
And here, in the first place, you ought to be concerned for your 
spiritual welfare. Tou ought to value that which has a tendency 
to restrain you from sin, and to excite you to holiness. Now it is 
easy to see that the practice we are recommending has such an 
influence. Can he who is going to prayer with his family swear 
or be obscene 1 He will be upon his guard, if it be only to pre- 
serve himself from the charge of hypocrisy. Another feels no 
such motive. He can indulge himself in bad words, and vile 
tempers, without incurring the reflection of inconsistency. And 
because he makes no pretensions to virtue, he may imagine him- 
self at liberty to practise vice. 

And upon this principle it is that many refuse to make a pro- 
fession of religion — to come to the table of the Lord — and to 
adopt £imily worship. They reason properly enough — that in 
consequence of this they must become more watchful and circum- 
spect. But what can we think of the principle ? What can we 
thmk of a man who fears to he restrained from the commission of 
sin, and to he urged to the performance of duty 9 

Such a practice, also, will secure tranquillity of mind. The 
omission of this duty leaves a sting in the conscience, occasions 
many a hitter re/lection through life, and plants a dying pillow 
with thorns. When you see those who were placed under your 
care going astray, becoming the victims of error and vice and 
misery, it will not be easily in your power to suppress the rising, 
or to soothe the painful accusation — '' Ah ! this might have been 
prevented, had you discharged your duty. Does not their de- 
struction lie at your door?" But the man who has faithfully 
discharged his obligation feels an internal composure. If, indeed, 
his efforts be not crowned with success, he will lament ; but his 
grief differs very materially from that torture, which springs from 
self-condemnation for a trust betrayed, for opportunities neg- 
lected, for exertions omitted. He has a satisfaction under all his 
distress ; and his rejoicing is this — the testimony of his con- 
science, that in simplicity and Godly sincerity, not by fleshly 
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wisdom, but by the grace of God, he has had his conversation 
with the world, and more abundantly to them-ward. 

But surely you are not indifferent to your temporal circum- 
stances. Tou wish to have peace and order in your dwelling. 
You wish to have your property secured, and your business well 
performed. You wish to see fidelity, diligence, submission. You 
wish to be honoured uid obeyed. But do men gather grapes of 
thorns, or figs of thistles? Surely you cannot expect these 
things to be produced without principle ; and what principle can 
can 60 certainly and fully produce them as religion % What else 
can enforce them by sanctions and motives so awful, so binding, 
and which operate equally in all places and at all times; and 
thus secure the performance of duty, when you are absent as well 
as present ? By teaching them to regard God, you teach them 
to regard yourselves. Piety is the firmest basis on which to 
build morality. To which we may add, that when religion is 
fairly exemplified in character, there is a majesty and a force in 
it : it surrounds the possessor with an awe that represses a 
thousand impertinences and extorts respect. ''Abraham com- 
manded his children and his household afler him" — and what 
a son had he in Isaac 1 what a servant in Eliezer 1 

III. Let us therefore consider this subject in beferbnge to 
YOUB FAMILY. The members which compose it are in reality 
parts of yourselves : children are natural parts, and servants are 
civil parts of yourselves. These have therefore peculiar claims 
upon you ; and what would people think of you, were you to 
avow that you had no regard for them, and would do nothing 
that would advance their welfare ? If in the cold you denied 
your servants warmth y if you gave them bad food and short 
allowance; if you turned them out of doors as soon as they 
were sick, and they knew not where to lay their head — the world 
would execrate you. If you were to suffer your children to go 
naked, to beg their bread, to perish with hunger in a ditch, or 
take your little ones and dash them against the stones — you 
would be shunned as a monster. But you act a far more criminal, 
and a far more infamous part, by disregarding their spiritual and 
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EVBBLASTiNG welfare. Doubtless, Herod after killing the in- 
fants in Bethlehem was viewed and shunned with horror — but 
he was &r less cruel than you. He only destroyed the body, you 
damn the soul. He only slew the children of others, but you 
murder your own I "If any provide not for his own, and espe- 
cially for those of his own house, he hath denied the faith, and 
is worse than an infidel." And can you imagine you have done 
this, when you have endeavoured to answer the question, " What 
shall they eat, and what shall they drink, and wherewithal shall 
they be clothed ?" What is the body to the soul ? What is time 
to ETEBNiTT ? Tou may amass for them riches, you may leave 
them an estate ; but your house is ^ way to hell, going down to 
the chambers of death. 

Under this article let us observe, more distinctly, two things. 
The first is the importance of Religum to the individuals under 
your care. Is it not " the one thing needful ? " Is it not " pro- 
fitable to all things, having promise of the life that now is, and 
of that which is to come ?" You cannot deny this. Can you 
then be indifferent to the religion of your offspring, without 
being indifferent to their welfare? While you say by your 
practice, that it is nothing to you whether they be pious or 
vicious — do you not at the same time, and in the most unde- 
niable manner, declare — that it is nothing to you, whether they 
be respectable or vnf amours ? loved or abhorred of Godi saved or 

lost FOB EVBB? 

And the second is this— the probability of their becoming re-, 
ligums by your means. Baxtbb gives it as his opinion, that if 
family religion was duly attended to, the public preaching of the 
word would not long be the common method of conversion. 
Without adopting this sentiment in all its extent, we may ob- 
serve, that there is certainly enough to encourage the heads of 
families to exert themselves, and to condemn them if they do 
not. If the crop be so valuable, who would not sow, especially 
if he could "sow in hope?" And who knows not the force 
of early impressions, and the strength of early habits ? Who 
has not read, " Train up a child in th^ way that he should go, 

e 
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and when he is old he will not depart fin»n itt*" In such 
fiunilies there has generally been a seed to serre the Lord. And 
this has appeared not only in children ; how often hare serrants 
had reason to saj, "Blessed be God that erer I entoed that 
fiunilj. There were the ejes of mj understanding opened : there 
were mj feet turned into the waj of peace." 

Mabtems and Pabebtts ! I hare thus endearonred to bring 
into a small compass the arguments for the worship of God in 
your fiimilies. On a subject so firequentlj discussed, noTelt j was 
not to be expected ; but I hope, that what kas been said will be 
found sufficient to convince jour judgment^ and determine jour 
practice. 

I cannot conclude the Address without lamenting that there 
is so little attention paid to Familj Worship, in a countrj pro- 
liassedlj Christian, and in a period supposed to witness an increase 
of Godlj zeaL There is no more rdigion in the fiunilies of some 
who pretend to beliere the Scripture, than there would be if thej 
were aiheigts. To see man j attending so r^ularl j and firequentlj 
the preaching of the Gk>spel would lead to a conclusion, or at least 
a hope, that thej were the true worshippers of Gk>d ; but when 
we follow them home to their own dweUin^f we find them no better 
than heathens. Heathens ! forgive me this wrong — I blaspheme 
jou bj the comparison : you had your hautdiold godsy which you 
daily worshipped, and which nothing could induce you to resign^ 
I onlj ask jou to be consistent. If jou are Israelites, be Israelites 
indeed! 

Let me, then, with all imaginable importunitj, beseech mas- 
ters of families, not to think this practice a matter of indifference, 
which thej are at libertj to perform or n^lect. It is a duty. 
It is a dutj of unspeakable importance. Do not therefore put 
it off longer. Begin this verj evening ; and, before jou lie down 
in jour beds> honour God in jour families. 

— *' But we have not time !" What time does it require 1 Out 
of four-and'twentj hours cannot jou furnish a few moments 
for God, or rather for jourselves 9 Would jou think that time 
lost which is best emplojed ? " There is nothing got bj stealing, 
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or lost by praying." Surely, if you have no tune at present, you 
could redeem a little, by order, by economy, by diligence. To 
every thing there is a season, and a time to every purpose under 
the heavens. 

" But I have neglected it so long, that I am ashamed to 
begin !" You ought to be ashamed of sin, but not of duty. 
You ought to be ashamed that" you have lived so long without 
it; but you ought not to be ashamed that you are wiser and 
better than you once were. 

Again. You say, " K" But I will answer no more of 

your objections. They are only excuses: and you know — ^yes, 
you KNOW — that thet/ do not satisfy your own consciences now, 
and vnll avail you nothing in thb great and tbbriblb dat of 

THE LOBD. 

But to those of you who live in the habit of family worship 
I would say — ^Bs early : Do not leave it till the family are 
drowsy and stupid. — ^But here a case of conscience occurs, and 
such, alas ! as the inconsistencies of the present day would render 
too common. " When should those of us have family worship, 
who attend public amusements ; for instance — the theatre?" I 
answer. By all means have it before you go ! When you return 
it will be late ; and you may not feel yourselves quite so well 
affected towards it. We have known professors who have always 
omitted it when they came home firom the playhouse ! Besides, if 
you have it before, you can implore the Divine blessing upon it ; 
and beseech God to assist you in redeeming time, in overcoming 
the world, in PRBPARiNa fob eternity ! 

Eeader ! You may imagine that the author has written this 
with a smile ! but he has written it with shame and grief. He 
earnestly wishes that many would adopt Family Worship. But 
he is free to confess, that there are some of whom he should be 
glad to hear that they had laid U aside. — An Address to Masters 
of Families,

We have offended against Thy 
holy laws. We have left undone those things which

things which we ought not to have done ; And there 
is no health in us. But Thou, O Lord, have mercy 
upon us, miserable offenders. Spare Thou them, O 
God, which confess their faults. Restore Thou 
them that are penitent ; According to Thy promises 
declared unto mankind in Christ Jesu our Lord. 
And grant, O most merciful Father, for His sake ; 
That we may hereafter live a Godly, righteous, and 
sober life. To the glory of Thy holy Name. Amen. 

The Amen, both here and at the end of the Lord^s Prayer, is to 
he said by aU, — by the Person officiating^ as well as by the rest of 
the Family, 

Or, on Wednesdays, the following may be tised ; to be said (as 
before) by the whole Family after the Person offi/daimg, 

O MOST mighty God, Who art greatly to be feared 
in the council of the saints, and to be had in rever- 
ence of all them that are round about Thee ; We 
Thy sinful creatures here assembled do humbly con- 
fess that our crying sins have deserved nothing but 
the greatest of Thy wrath and indignation, and to 
bring down Thy heavy judgments upon us. But, O 
gracious God, lay not our sins (which nothing but 
the blood of Thy Son can expiate). Lay them not to 
our charge; Nor let them ever be required of us. 
Be merciful, O Lord, be merciful unto Thy people, 
whom Thou hast redeemed ; And be not angry with 
us for ever : But pardon us for Thy mercies sake, 
through the merits of Thy Son Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen.
